Yamani said that by openly 
backing the Arab demands, “ It­ 
aly will have a better oil pic­ 
ture as far as the supply is 
concerned both in the short 
term and, it is hoped, in the 
long term ” 
The V enezuelan announce­ 
ment broke with a decision by 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), of 
which Venezuela is a member, 
that it would freeze oil prices 
until April I.

Security 
Lid Put 
On Spying

(UPI) — The White House says 
it cannot, for national security 
reasons, explain reports that 
Presidential detectives discov­ 
ered the Pentagon was spying 
on Henry Kissinger, only that 
the newspaper versions were 
“distorted.” 
The White House neither con­ 
firmed nor denied the reports, 
but said they “touched on a 
m atter leripheral to” a serious 
leak of national security infor­ 
mation. The facts cannot be 
revealed “ without detrim ent to 
the public interest,” the White 
House press office said.

Tribune and the Scripps-How- 
ard News Service are based on 
fragm entary accounts” and 
“convey an incorrect impres­ 
sion of the knowledge and ac­ 
tions of the chairm an of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff,” Adm.

House said. 
The reports said that the 
White House “plumbers” inves­ 
tigation office discovered the 
Pentagon was spying on Kissin­ 
ger during the secret Vietnam 
peace talks in Paris, fearing 
that Kissinger was not passing 
on to the military highly sensi­ 
tive intelligence information he 
had 
The data turned up by the 
operation was turned over to 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and its 
chairman. Moorer, the reports 
said. 
The “ plumbers,’’ the White 
House said, did discover during 
their investigation that “a low 
level employe, whose clerical 
tasks gave him access to highly 
classified information,” was in­ 
volved in “deliberate leaks of 
extremely sensitive” national 
security material to the news 
media. 
The White House did not iden­ 
tify him, but other sources said 
the clerk was a Navy yeoman 
who worked in the adm iral’s 
liaison office with Kissinger’s 
National Security Council staff. 
who also leaked transcripts of 
NSC dialogue during the 1971 
India-Pakistan war to column­ 
ist Jack Anderson. 
The Washington Post report­ 
ed today the yeoman is Charles 
E. Radford, then an aide to 
Rear Adm. Robert O. W e d ­ 
der. Both men, the Post said, 
were ousted from their posi­ 
tions as Pentagon liaisons to 
the NSC after Kissinger learned 
of their activities. 
The Post said it learned from 
unnamed sources that the mili­ 
tary leaders were “ uncertain 
about radically shifting U.S. 
foreign policy toward Russia, 
China and other countries.”

Radford 
was reassigned to a Naval Re­

The Post said former Attor­ 
ney General John N. Mitchell 
authorized a tap on Radford’s 
phone fromDecember, 1971, to 
June, 1972, when the Supreme 
Court limited the use of wire­ 
taps.

Kissinger In 
Israel For 
Troop Talks 


Secretary, Sadat Hold 
Conference Before Trip 


TEL AVIV (UPI) — U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger arrived in Israel today for the 
second phase of his Middle East tour to secure 
disengagement of Israeli and Egyptian armies on 
the Suez front. 
--------------------------------- 
Kissinger arrived in Tel Aviv 
directly from Aswan in south­ 
ern Egypt where he held two 
rounds of talks with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. 
Kissinger told newsmen be­ 
fore leaving Egypt that his 
three hours of talks at Sadat's 
summer villa overlooking the 
Nile river had been “extremely 
good," sparking speculation 
that agreement on troop disen­ 
gagement was near 
It was not known whether 
Kissinger would confer in Israel 
with P rim e M inister Golds 
Weir or other cabinet officials 
Mrs. Meir was ill with what her 
doctor described as a case of 
the shingles. 
The atmosphere at today's 
talks in Egypt between Sadat 
and Kissinger was cordial and 
relaxed Both men laughed and 
and quipped while photogra­ 
phers snapped pictures 
Before today’s meeting. Kis­ 
singer went by motorboat to the 
island of Philae to tour ancient 
Egyptian temples and visited 
the Aswan High Dam. 
The trip to Aswan and Philae 
was Kissinger’s second tourist 
expedition during his three 
trips to Egypt since the October 
Middle East War. Previously he 
puffed his way up the steep 
wall of an Egyptian pyramid 


Kissinger’s mission was to 
get the Geneva Middle East 
peace conference off dead cen­ 
ter. In six sessions, the Israelis 
and Egyptians have failed to 
come up with a plan to separate 
their troops on the Suez front, 
which daily is the scene of 
shooting between the two sides 
Ihsan Abdel Koddous. editor 
of the weekly Akhbar El-Yom. 
said the Geneva conference had 
failed so far because Israeli 
rep resentatives insisted their 
troops would not move one inch 
without Egyptian troops also 
moving one inch 
“ The only hope left is what 
Kissinger is bringing with him 
today,” Koddous wrote. 
A working dinner last night 
was scrubbed because U.S. offi­ 
cials said Kissinger would be 
exhausted from his plane flight 
Nevertheless, he and and Sadat 
met for 90 minutes. 
Egyptian sources said Kissin­ 
ger brought a detailed plan 
from Washington to end the 
stalemate. U.S officials said he 
was guardedly optim istic of 
success. 
The Israeli command said 
Egyptian and Israeli troop: 
fought tank, artillery and mor 
tar duels on both the Egyptiai 
and Syrian fronts yesterday 
wounding two Israeli soldiers.

Charges Filed In Foster's Murder 


Z'berg Gets Two Days In Jail 


SA C R A M E N T O (UPI) — Veteran Assemblyman 
Edwin L. Z’berg has been sentenced to two days 
in jail and fined $625 for his second drunken 
driving conviction since 1969. 
Z berg, 47, a Sacramento Demo­ 
crat who has has served in the 
Legislature since 
1958, also was 
placed on one-year probation yes­ 
terday and ordered to participate in

Municipal Court's “ Alcoholic 
Re-Education Program.’’ 
The latest conviction was Z’berg’s 
third brush with the law involving

Z’berg 
Visting Judge Haven Courtney of Atwater 
imposed the sentence after denying motions for a 
new trial and the waiving of Z’berg’s earlier 
conviction. 
Under a state law effective Jan. I, second 
drunken driving convictions are punishable by a 
mandatory two days in jail. That law, passed last 
year by the Legislature, superceded a previous 
law which imposed a mandatory five-day jail 
term for second offenders. 


Saxbe's Views On Impeachment 


WASHINGTON (UPI; — The U.S. Attorney 
General is a defender as well as prosecutor, and 
William B. Saxbe, after a week on the job, is not 
sure which hat he would wear in 
any possible criminal case against 
President Nixon. 
It depends, Saxbe explained yes­ 
terday in his first news conference 
since 
becoming the nations top 
legal officer, on what kind of 
charges may evolve against the 
President in the Watergate grand 
jury or the House impeachment 
study. 
investigations of Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski or of the House Judiciary Committee 
turn up evidence of “crim inality,” Saxbe said, 
Nixon will be on his own, Saxbe said he would get 
no legal help at taxpayers’ expense. 
But if the charges stem solely from actions the 
President has taken “within the scope of his 
authority. 
Saxbe said, the Justice Department 
will represent him.

police said. 
Chief Criminologist John Da­ 
vis said bullets and cartridge 
casings from Rem iro s G er­ 
man-made Walther 380-caliber 
automatic pistol matched those 
found in Foster s body and at 
the slaying scene outside the 
school administration building 
Nov. 6. 
Police said Remiro, an anti­ 
war activist, purchased the gun 
in San Leandro last July 19. 
He also was booked for inves­ 
tigation of attempted murder in 
the wounding of Foster’s depu­ 
ty, Robert Blackburn, in the 
same attack. 
In letters to news media, a 
group calling itself the Sym- 
bionese 
L ib e ra tio n 
Army 
claimed it killed Foster because 
he supported repressive policies 
such as police in schools and 
student identification cards. 
Officials said SLA literature 
and other evidence was discov­ 
ered in the van with Remiro. 
and in a nearby house which 
police said was set ablaze 16 
hours after the arrest. 
The gasoline-fed fire appar­ 
ently was set to destroy evi­ 
dence at the house in Clayton 
\ alley, just outside Concord, 
officials said. Little was de­ 
stroyed because of quick action 
by the local fire department. 
“ We have strong reason to 
believe the occupants of this 
house were involved in the mur­ 
der of Marcus Foster,” stated 
Capt. John Lothrop, chief of the 
Oakland police investigation.

A Call For 
Lon Nol To 
Quit, Leave 


PHNOM PENK (UPI) - A 
former prime m inifter of Cam­ 
bodia under exiled Prince Noro­ 
dom Sihanouk called on Presi­ 
dent Loo Not today to leave the 
country so peace could be re­ 
established. 
Son Sann, 62, a respected and 
well-known Cambodian leader, 
was the first political leader of 
his stature to call tor Lon Nol to 
leave. 
In a speech to students at 
Phnom Penh University’s busi­ 
ness college, Son Sann said he 
sent Lon Nol a letter three days 
ago urging him to leave Cam­ 
bodia so the current deadlock 
between the government and 
insurgents could be broken. 
For the past week, govern­ 
ment troops have battled an 
estimated 3,000 insurgent troops 
north of Phnom Penh. 
Son Sann, considered a neu­ 
tral in the war between the 
Cambodian government and the 
i n s u r g e n t Comm.unist-!ed 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas, has 
made frequent trips to Paris 
recently to try to work out a 
settlement between Lon Nol’s 
government and the exiled Si­ 
hanouk who is based in China 
Son Sann outlined a five-point 
plan for peace in the country, 
including Loa Nol’s voluntary’ 
departure to the United States 
for “ medical treatm ent” and 
the replacement of Lon Nol by 
Cheng Heng, vice president of 
the ruling High Political Coun­ 
cil.

Mixed Bag Of Weather: From 
Floodwater To Sleet, Snow

Floodw ater chased hundreds 
of families from their homes, 
sub-zero temperatures froze a 
wide band of the Midwest and 
freezing rain or snow plagued 
much of the rest of the nation 
early today. 
Torrential rains over the past 
week lifted rivers and streams 
out of their banks from Penn­ 
sylvania to Mississippi. 
In southern West Virginia, 
floodwaters forced evacuation 
yesterday of more than 300 
families in Logan County, site 
of the 1971 Buffalo Creek flood 
that claimed 118 lives. 
Gov. Arch Moore activated 
IOO National Guard troops to 
help people to safety and the 
Red Cross set up shelters for 
the evacuated. 
The driver and 22 passengers 
of a Continental Traiiways bus 
climbed through the windows to 


safety when the bus stalled in 
two feet of water at the edge of 
an embankment near Milan. 
Tenn. 
Two tornadoes zipped down 
near the central Georgia town 
of Montezuman ripping apart a 
mobile home, several resi­ 
dences and two pecan orchards 
No injuries were reported 
"It (the tornado) was over in 
a second," Macon County, Ga., 
Civil Defense Director G arence 
Hair said. 
Tem peratures plummeted to 
reword lows c ver the Plains and 
jpper Misssiisippi Valley. Lin­ 
coln, Neb., reported 30 degrees 
below zero, breaking the all- 
time reocrd of 29 below. 
More snow was dumped over 
Michigan, the northern Ohio 
Valley, the Applachians and 
northern New England 
Snow 
also fell over northwest Texas, 
and parts of the Pacific North­ 


west 
Freezing rain and snow plas­ 
tered western Oregon with a 
thick coast of ice. Oregon State 
Police said parts of Interstate 5 
were closed near Salem, Ore., 
because of the num ber of 
trucks and cars skidding out of 
control. A uthorities reported 
hundreds of traffic accidents on 
the hazardous roads, but said 
there were no major injuries. 
Highway authorities in New 
York and New England also 
reported many weather-related 
traffic accidents because of 
snow and ice clogged roads 
New England worked toward 
a weekend recovery after twin 
storms dumped up to 18 inches 
of snow and paralyzed most 
major cities, including Boston. 
Early morning temperatures 
ranged from 32 degrees below 
zero at Bismark, N. D. to 75 
degrees at Key West, Fla.

Britain Is

Government officials said the 
sta te -ru n B ritish R ailw ays 
Board will reject a four-day 
ultimatum by 29.000 railroad 
engineers to get peace talks 
started by Tuesday. They said 
a total one-day rail shutdown 
Tuesday appears certain. 
The government also is gear­ 
ing for a fight to the finish with 
260,000 coal miners over their 
crippling two-month-old slow­ 
down, they said 
In this deepening crisis the 
government warned Britons, al­ 
ready on a three-day week, 
they must also expect drastic 
power cuts in order to save fuel 
stockpiles. 
"We may have to take still 
sterner m easures, disrupting 
for everybody,” said Lord Car­ 
rington, named secretary for 
energy by Prime Minister Ed­ 
ward Heath earlier this week. 
"There may be new restric­ 
tions and larger scale power 
cuts,” said Carrington's deputy.

"The people realize that the 
Arab oil embargo is only one 
part of a much larger picture — 
a picture that only an intensive, 
coordinated and thorough inves­ 
tigation can develop fully.” 


Both Jackson and O’Neill said 
much of the public’s skepticism 
stems from a lack of facts on 
which Congress and the govern­ 
ment can make decisions. 
O’Neill said Congress should 
require oil companies to dis­ 
close secret, internal data 
about their operations. 


Proxmire said in a state­ 
ment: "The federal govern­ 
ment’s failure to come up with 
a coherent, consistent program 
to meet the energy shortage is 
rapidly becoming a national ec­ 
onomic scandal. We have the 
appalling spectacle of a govern­ 
ment that doesn’t even have the 
basic data: the facts and fig­ 
ures essential for wise policy."

Reagan administration has 
asked for an additional $1.47 
million to open another 26 seg­ 
ments of the vast state park 
system. 


The proposed budget for the 
state Parks and Recreation De­ 
partment for the fiscal year 
beginning July I totaled $34.6 
million, compared to $31.8 mil­ 
lion this year.

An Answer 
To Conflict 
Law Critics 


SACRAMENTO (I PI) - Sen 
(ieorge Moscone, whose new 
conflict-of-interest law has 
come under increasing attack 
recently, yesterday lashed out 
at his critics as “ wishful think­ 
ers." 
“ I suggest this is nothing 
more than step one" Moscone 
>aid of the law that went into 
effect Jan. I. He hinted at even 
tougher legislation later this 
year. 
The Moscone-wntten bill re­ 
quires some 7.500 public offi­ 
cials to disclose sources of in­ 
come and locations of major 
holdings. Some local officials 
have resigned rather than com­ 
ply and are challenging the bill 
in court as unconstitutionally 
vague and discriminatory. 
“ How could a bill written by 
(ieorge Moscone and signed by 
Ronald Reagan be anvilling but 
I'topia?" asked the San Fran­ 
cisco Democrat in a prepared 
statement. 
Moscone said he found it sig­ 
nificant that fewer than I per 
cent of the persons affected 
have resigned in protest over 
the law. 


He smiled while describing 
his sideline, but on the whole, 
he thinks he fills a deep and 
serious need in modem society. 
“ Any pet that’s been with a 
family for 14 or 15 years is very 
important to them. It’s hard to 
visualize what some of these 
pets mean to people,” he said. 
A middle-aged bachelor and 
owner of a Pomeranian. Hayes 
got into pet coffins by accident 
when he first opened his uphol­ 
stery shop. Mill Valley Interi­ 
ors. five years ago. ‘‘Years ago, 
upholsterers used to be coffin­ 
maker. Older people remem­ 
bered this and when they want­ 
ed a casket made for a pet they 
used to come to me. After a 
while, I thought. ‘Why should I 
make these up myself. T il or­ 
der them from the factories 
where they can do a much 
better job.” 
He now features caskets from 
two firms whose models range 
in price from about $40 to $400. 
The cheapest, made of styro­ 
foam. resembles a dimestore 
picnic cooler lined in satin. 
The most expensive model is 
a miniature of a human casket, 
a completely metal casket with 
tufted satin pillow and lining. In 
between are redwood boxes 
covered with pink or blue bro­ 
cade on the outside and satin 
inside. Many of these, in the 
medium price range, selling for 
about HOO. are indented to fit a 
dog or cat’s nose and its front 
and back legs. 
The largest sizes available 
are about four feet long, but 
Hayes can special order to a 
dead pet's needs. 
The last $400 casket which 
Hayes sold went to a middle- 
aged man who wanted to bury 
his hunting dog. “ Middle aged 
men are my number one cus­ 
tomers,’’ he said. “ It surprised 
me at first, but it’s not the 
sweet little old lady who buys 
one. They’re afraid they will 
look silly, but men are very- 
bold. If they want to spend a 
dollar, they will do it." 
About 60 per cent of his cas­ 
kets are sold to dogowners, the

rest go to cat lovers. 
Buyers come from all over 
Marin and from San Francisco. 
He thinks he may be one of the 
few animal casket outlets in the 
Bay Area. Some customers get 
his name out of the yellow 
pages. Others read his bro­ 
chures in the lobbies of veteri­ 
nary hospitals. “ Many know 
their pet is going, arid while 
they are still rational, they 
make arrangements for a cas­ 
ket.’’ 
Buying beforehand is what 
Hayes calls his ‘‘pre-need 
plan.” 
Besides selling coffins, he has 
cans of embalming powder to 
sprinkle on pets and name 
plates for animal graves. But 
the rest of the funeral is up to a 
pet cemetery or the owner. 
Hayes said he doesn’t enjoy 
having animal owners pour out 
their sad stories. “ But you do 
have to be sympathetic and so 
most of the time they tell me 
anyway. I’m just like a funeral 
director, but I don’t want to get 
involved unless I'm forced into 
it.” 
Has he ever buried a pet of 
his own in a casket? 
“ My little sheepdog. 16 years 
old. got hit by a car. He got the 
very best,' Hayes said, waving 


toward a powder blue casket 
with satin swirled through its 
interior. “ I did it because he 
was part of the family.’’

One aspect of President Nix­ 
on’s tax returns has scandal­ 
ized many church leaders, in­ 
cluding his usually uncritical 
friend, the Rev. Billy Graham. 
The tax returns, covering the 
years 1969 through 1972, were 
made public recently as part of 
Nixon’s effort to show that he is 
financially 
as 
clean 
as a 
hound’s tooth. 
Public attention has centered 
prim arily on the relatively 
small amount of taxes paid by 
Nixon during those years — 
mainly as a result of a deduc­ 
tion of $576,000 he claimed for 
giving his vice presidential pa­ 
pers to the National Archives. 
But the most striking thing 
about the retu rn s to m any 
Christian pastors and laymen 
was the disclosure that Nixon 
has been far from open-handed 
in giving to his church. 
The East Whittier Friends 
Church, a Quaker meeting in 
W hittier, C alif., is N ixon’s 
home church —the only reli­ 
gious institution in which he has 
ever held formal membership 
To his church he gave, ac­ 
cording to his tax returns, $250 
in 1969, nothing in 1970, $1,000 in 
1971 and nothing in 1972. 
Thus his contributions to his 
church averaged $315 a year 
over a four-year period during 
which his government salary 
alone —leaving aside expense 
accounts, capital gains from 
real esta te deals and other 
sources of income —was $200,- 
000 a year. 
That figures out to about one- 
tenth of I per cent of his salary. 
The biblical norm of a tithe is 
IO per cent of income 


Moishe Rosen, spokesman for 
Jews for Jesus, will speak at 
the First Baptist Church at ll 
a rn tomorrow. 
The Jews for Jesus move­ 
ment grew out of the Jesus 
revolution which began in the 
Haight-Ashbury district of San 
Francisco in 1966. When “ flow­ 
er ch ild ren ’’ began turning 
from drugs to Christ, several 
were young Jews. When these 
Jewish hippies turned to Christ, 
instead of abandoning their an­ 
cestral religion, their interest in 
their own Jewish heritage and 
culture increased. 
Between 1956 and 1970, Rosen 
was minister to the two largest 
Hebrew C hristian congrega­ 
tions in the country — the Beth 
Sar Shalom Hebrew Christian 
Fellowships in Hollywood and 
New York City. Sponsored by 
that organization, he left his 
position in New York to begin a 
ministry in San Francisco to 
meet the spiritual needs of the 
young Christian Jews. In Sep­ 
tember, 1973, he terminated hn» 
employment with the Beth Sar 
Shalom Fellowship to devote 
his ministry to the Jews for 
Jesus movement. 
Jews for Jesus was a slogan 
to proclaim an identity. Rosen 
believes that when a Jew ac­ 
cepts Christ, even if he is bap­ 
tized and a m em ber of a 
church, he does not cease to be 
a Jew. 
The Jews for Jesus observe 
many of the Jewish traditions 
and customs. Most attend syna­ 
gogue as regularly as other 
Jews, yet they manage full 
participation in local churches. 
Iii doctrine, Jews for Jesus 
are fully Christian; yet in cul­ 
ture and orientation, they not 
only continue with their Jewish­ 
ness but seek to nourish these 
elements of their own lives 
which are Jewish.

Nor was there any evidence 
that Nixon’s small contributions 
to his church were offset by 
generosity to other religious or 
philanthropic institutions. 
The only large charitable gift 
he reported during the four- 
year period was $4,500 to the 
Billy Graham Evangelistic As­ 
sociation. The donation was 
made in 1970, the year Nixon 
appeared at a Graham crusade 
in Knoxville, Tenn.. There is 
nothing in the record to show 
whether he made the contribu­ 
tion in cash (by writing a check) 
or in “donated services" (such 
as making a free speech). 
The total of all Nixon contri­ 
butions to religious, charitable, 
educational and health organi­ 
zations from 1969 through 1972 
came to about $13,500. During 
that period, his adjusted gross 
income was $1,122,264. So his 
total contributions amounted to 
about one-tenth of one per cent 
( OOI) of income. 
Billy Graham, who has re 
fused to criticize any Nixon 
action from war to Watergate, 
was moved to say that he was 
“surprised at the small amount 
he reported giving to charities 
in relation to his total income " 
Others were more blunt 
“ No church could possibly 
survive if all of its members 
followed this type of practice,”

Quakers Want Nixon Out Of Office 


Baptists To Be Told

NEW YORK (AP) - In the 
light of their particular reli­ 
gious links to President Rich­ 
ard Nixon, Quakers have been 
among the most outspoken of 
church groups in urging im­ 
peachment proceedings on his 
conduct, or his resignation. 
Other religious bodies gener­ 
ally have avoided this sort of 
specific demand. But a growing 
num ber of Q uaker m eetings 
have issued such calls to him as 
a brother sharing their tradi­

"They feel a special responsi­ 
bility in the m atter because of 
his background as a Quaker." 
says Walter Ludwig, of Yon­ 
kers.

Among the latest of the Quak­ 
er groups taking such a stand 
was the Stanford-G reenw ich, 
Conn., meeting, which late last 
month appealed to the Presi­ 
dent as a fellow Quaker to 
resign from office.

An unusual proposal by a 
M arin congregation to build 
both church facilities and addi­ 
tional buildings to be leased 
initially for commercial uses is 
“ a dream that started here,” 
according to the church's pas­ 
tor. 
Rev. Gary R Copeland of the 
Marin Covenant Church told 
how he and his congreation 
have been working toward the 
goal of building a permanent 
home during the five years of 
the church’s existence. 
The Marin Covenant Church, 
though, like all other new 
churches, Copeland said, faced 
the problem of finding a suita­ 
ble parcel of land, paying for it 
and then finding the money to 
construct buildings. 
Rather than leave most of the 
land undeveloped at the start, 
the congregation and pastor 
have come up with a scheme to 
build a whole package at once. 
With help from the National 
Covenant Properties, a financ­ 
ing group set up separately 
from the national Evangelical 
Covenant Church, the congrega­ 
tion has purchased a seven-acre 
site on the east side of the 
Highway 101 interchange at Lu 
cas Valley Road 
Because the church is county- 
wide, rather than a local con­ 
gregation, the property just 
north of the Chateau Restau­ 
rant was selected as a central 
location. 
This week site plans by Sa­ 
saki, Walker Associates of Sau­ 
salito were released. 
They envision an L-shaped 
building located in the center of 
a complex which will include 14 
other “ pods.” A drivew ay 
winds around the group of 
buildings with parking on both 
sides of the street. 
The plan is, according to Rev­ 
erend Copeland, for the church 
to occupy the L-shaped build­ 
ing, using it both for worship 
and other activities, and to use 
three of the pods for class­ 
rooms. The other ll buildings 
(each with 2,500 square feet) are 
to be leased as commercial 
office space. 
As the church expands, Cope­ 
land said, it is envisioned that 
leases would be allowed to 
lapse on the other buildings and 
they would be taken over one at 
a time by the church He add­ 
ed, though, 
that the church 
expects to rent out various fa­ 
cilities for Monday-Friday use 
by such groups as day-care 
centers or nursery schools. 
The plan, Copeland said. 
would allow the church not only 
to complete all its building at 
once, but also provide landscap­ 
ing and “piggy-back” parking 
The landscaping cost, he said, 
will be financed through the 
leased buildings and the park 
ing will be used commercially 
during the week and by church 
members on Sunday 


“ We are very committed to 
landscaping," Copeland added, 
pointing out the numerous trees 
shown on the plans for the 
project. 


In the meantime, the church 
continues to meet Sundays in 
the Miller Creek School in Ma* 
rinwood.

Work Under Way For Commission 
On Status Of Women In Marin 


By BARBARA HOSMER 
Following in the footsteps of women in 
Santa Cruz and Santa Clara counties, a group 
of Marin women has been meeting the past 
month to consider proposing a County Com­ 
mission on the Status of Women in Marin. 
Representatives from various established 
women’s groups here have participated in 
three meetings so far to mull over the 
purpose of such a commission, which would 
somewhat parallel locally the State Commis­ 
sion on the Status of Women to 
---------------- 
gather facts on California wom­ 
en's needs and point them out 
to the governmental bodies. 
A whole bevy of Marin clubs 
have been contacted for their 
interest and support, ranging 
from the leagues of women 
voters, the university women, 
through the women’s service 
clubs, the T am alpais High 
School District women’s task 
force, the Marin Women’s Polit­ 
ical Caucus, Marin NOW and 
many others. The women's sup­ 
port is there, says Glenns Shel­ 
by, Mann Busmess and Profes­ 
sional Women’s Club president 
who represents the Soroptimist 
Club on the committee. Cur­ 
rently the ad hoc group is 
polishing up the idea on paper 
and taking further soundings in 
the county. 
lf such a commission m ater­ 
ializes, it will have its work cut 
out for it; and if not. at least 
the ideas for it has brought 
together wom en's groups to 
find they have sim ilar concerns 
over women’s needs. A tenta­ 
tive 
coalition 
of 
w om en's 
groups which began last year 
with the Aug. 26 celebration 
and over some issues looks to 
be further cemented this year 
in Marin.

California law into better align 
ment with its ratification of the 
Equal Rights Amendment in

Now protective labor laws, 
which only covered women and 
minors, will be extended to men 
workers.

Joint Com m ittee on 
Legal 
Equality is given the job of 
combing state law and depart­ 
ment guidelines for sex dis­ 
crimination and recommending 
changes, a far-reaching piece of 
work 
A new credit law gives m ar­ 
ried women equal credit rights, 
allowing wives to engage in 
credit transactions in their own 
names without their husbands' 
consent. It prohibits denial of 
credit to a wife if her earnings 
kept separate from her hus­ 
band’s or separate property are 
enough that a man having the 
sam e am ount would receive 
credit. And the com m unity 
property is liable for a wife’s 
contracts made after marriage 
if the couple's property is co­ 
mingled into community prop­ 
erty. 
Pregnant employees may col­ 
lect disability benefits for up to 
26 weeks with doctor’s certifica­ 
tion of abnormal or disabling 
complications stemming from 
pregnancy. And unemployment 
disability insurance benefits 
are extended to pregnant work­ 
ers. 
Another new law requires 
that social science courses in 
schools study the role and con­ 
tributions of women, so parents 
may want to check their chil­ 
dren’s schoolrooms for enforce­ 
ment. 
A new tax law allows heads 
of households to be taxed at the 
same rate as married couples 
filing joint returns. This will 
mean a tax reduction for many 
widowed and divorced women 
with dependent children, who 
as a group have been low on the 
economic totem pole. 
And, of course, the communi­ 
ty property law revision will go 
into effect next year.

When M arilyn Van Syckel 
M cClenahan left M arin five 
years ago for New York as a 
widow with two small children, 
she hardly expected to wind up 
writing what her publisher is 
tabbing its "big book for the 
year," 
But her “The Epicure’s Very 
Low Carbohydrate Cookbook,” 
to be officially published next 
Monday by David McKay Co., 
is expected to be that, said the 
author a bit increduously. Dur­ 
ing a trip to Marin while on a 
few weeks visit with her mother 
in San Francisco, Marilyn Van 
Syckel said that her book is 
expected to be the needed fol­ 
lowup for weight maintenance 
to “ Dr. Atkins Diet Revolu­ 
tion,’ 
the recent best seller 
from McKay. 
It came about some three 
years ago when a New York 
friend wanted to lose weight 
through something like "The 
Drinking Man’s Diet” and keep 
it off. Marilyn Van Syckel, a 
home 
econom ist 
who 
had 
worked for Life magazine prior 
to her m arriage and subsequent 
move to Ross, had the idea to 
do a book, because she had 
always favored low carbohy­ 
drate eating for her family. 
HER IDEA was for a low 
carbohydrate cookbook — not a 
"very low" carbohydrate cook­ 
book — but the Dr. (Robert C.)

Atkins diet came out and her 
publisher got her together with 
him. 
"Dr. Atkins pooh-poohed that 
it would be low carbohydrate so 
I took things like rice or noo­ 
dles out," explained Miss Van 
Syckel. "But if I were serving 
them I would leave them in," 
she remarked. 
"The publisher asked for a 
bread chapter. I thought ‘No 
way am I going to do a bread 
chapter,’ but I spent two days 
m aking batches of cottage 
cheese and soya pow der to 


freeze or let set. Then I found 
that the children had come 
home with friends and were 
eating it.” 


Actually she took Dr. Atkins’ 
basic bread recipe, changed the 
proportion, and tried it in 
sm aller amounts such as muf­ 
fins, so it wouldn’t have to be 
sliced. It doesn’t slice well, she 
said. "But I wouldn’t make 
them ," she confided. 


The dessert chapter was the 
hardest, she found. "I hate the 
taste of sugar substitutes, so 
the recipes call for sugar,” she 
explained. 


MARILYN VAN SYCKEL 
said that her book is not for 
weight loss, but for mainte­ 
nance. Often the recipes use 
cream and other fatty foods. 


“ I’m not of the age when I 
am concerned with cholesterol. 
But I do think this whole gener­ 
ation eats too much sugar . . . 
For our own dinner, I put in the 
starch — the rice or noodles. 


But we don’t eat candy. We 
don’t eat dessert. We wifi have 
some vanilla ice cream in the 
freezer — it lasts a month,” she 
said of herself and son Terr) , 
12, and daughter, Barbara IO. 


People really have changed 
their way of life in the past few 
decades, she said. "We forget 
that our dads pushed a mower 
—now we hire it done or have

Unless people are challenged 
they do not grow, and there is 
no excitement in their lives. 
Happiness comes in the strug­ 
gle to achieve themselves. The 
overw helm ing m ajority only 
stretch themselves to 5 per cent 
of their potential; they are half 
people, he said. 
Krantzler became personally 
aware of a housewife's depend­ 
ence on her husband when the 
author stayed home for three 
and a half months working on 
his book 
"I lived in the house like a 
housewife, writing every day, 
deliberately canceling my en­ 
tire practice, as well as phone 
calls and dinner dates," he 
said 


HE TOLD his amused audi­ 
ence that, seeing no grownups 
all day, he began to feel lonely, 
abandoned and thought, "Poor 
me, no grownup to talk to." He 
waited eagerly for his wife to 
come home to tell her about 
what lie had accomplished, and 
if she came home late he was 
irritated. 
"When the book was finished 
I went back to my exciting 
counseling work like a bat out 
of hell,” he said. 
Men are totally unaware of 
this dependency, the counselor 
said. That experience taught 
him what women go through. 
He can sense the enormous 
hostility women feel against so­ 
ciety, against men. But their 
restricted life is not m en's 
fault, he stated. 
“ If you have a restricted life, 
enormous levels of your person­ 
ality are unused. You are a half 
person," he said. A half person 
is unaware of what is going on 
within herself. Beyond con­ 
stricting roles, she thinks she is 
nothing. Krantzler said. 
A recently divorced woman 
told the counselor that her 
former husband was her better 
half and that she would feel like 
a half person until she found 
another man. He pointed out to 
her that she was also a person 
of education, a rtistic talent, 
skilled in business, a mother 
and an adventuress. She was 
wrong to consider herself solely 
a wife, thinking that without a 
house and a husband she was 
no longer a person. She accepts 
only one or two aspects of her 
whole personality in doing so, 
he said. 


FOR A healthier relationship 
between the sexes, the counse­ 
lor advised people to give up 
mind-reading and take up com­ 
municating to find out where 
their mates are. Some men feel 
trapped as money-making m a­ 
chines, he told the women. 
“ We must learn that life must

We have to earn our way to a 
relationship with another per­ 
son, he said.

Marilyn Van Syckel majored 
in home economics at Drexel 
Institute in Philadelphia, has 
lived in France, Gstaad, Switz­ 
erland, and in Italy and learned 
to cook the local cuisine. "But 
Italian cooking comes natural­ 
ly '' 
During her five years in Ma­ 
rin, Marilyn and her husband, 
along with several other cou­ 
ples, founded the Marin Mon­ 
tessori School, and she worked 
on the headlands committee for 
Marincello. Now she and the 
children spend summers and 
weekends at Fisher's Island, off 
Connecticut, taking great de­ 
light in musseling daily at mus­ 
sel beds and clamming. 
“We have people come every 
weekend and every guest has 
different suggestions for cook­ 
ing mussels — white wine — a 
bayleaf, stirring in sour cream 


Writing a book was very time 
consuming and a solitary thing, 
she found. “ When you’re writ­ 
ing a book you have no social 
contacts. I have many friends 
who are writers who have nev­ 
er done books. " She said she d 
never do another. 
But she does hope her book 
will help weight maintenance 
and diabetics, who can’t eat 
much carbohydrate.

For the time being, you can 
be sure that all pattern compa­ 
nies will still use the yards, and 
inches we are familiar with (the 
metric system is printed right 
next to them). So relax, it won’t 
concern you for a long time. We 
should be glad that the pattern 
companies are aware of this 
and preparing us for it well 
ahead of time instead of pop­ 
ping up with the changes over- 
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night. 
MRS. M.H.H. SAYS: 
I ve had trouble with skipped 
stitches sewing on tricot and 
lightweight polyesters and ny­ 
lons. Today, I covered the bot­ 
tom of the straight stitching 
presser foot with masking tape 
and not one skipped stitch. I 
know many others have had 
this unhappy experience too, so 


please ask them to try this 
practical idea. 
DEAR MRS. M H H., 
Thanks for any suggestions 
that might help others. What 
works for one, doesn’t always 
work for others, but it’s certain­ 
ly worth a try. It’s ideas you all 
send to me that tend to make 
“home sewers" one of the ni­ 
cest group of gals around.

DEAR MRS. E E H., 
One of my customers showed 
me a pair of slacks she actually 
changed because the legs were 
too narrow, and I must admit 


that if she hadn’t told me, I 
would never have noticed it 
She is getting a lot more wear 
from her pants. 


Open the inseams of the legs, 
from the knee to the lower edge 
of the pants. Cut an elongated 
triangle from the knit you have 
left, possibly about 3 to 4 inches 
wide at the hem, tapering to 
nothing just about the knee 
area. If your triangle is shorter. 


the piece you have added will 
give too much of a flared look; 
the more gradual the triangle, 
the more it will be unnoticed. 
A ttach one side of the triangle 
to one side of the seam , the* 
other to the other seam , ending 
as gradually as possible 


Of course my directions must 
lie rather general since I ha 
ven t seen each and every pus 
sib ility you m ight be faced 


with. It is sure worth a try 
however, since you can't wear 
the pants the way they are and 
feel comfortable. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
Please tell me why the pat­ 
terns have changed. Now I see 
all kinds of new measurements 
for the metric system that have 
me very confused. I hate it.

DEAR MRS. A C., 
The metric system of mea­ 
suring is on its way, and al­ 
though it won’t be changed over 
completely for IO years, pattern 
companies are one of the first 
to begin giving you both mea­ 
surements so that you will 
gradually become familiar with 
it.

The bill would require the 
PUC regulation of oil compa­ 
nies in the same manner elec­ 
tric, natural gas and transpor­ 
tation co.npanies are regulated. 


“The principle of my bill is 
very simple and is deeply root­ 
ed in our tradition, so well 
established that it may accur­ 
ately be described as an inte­ 
gral part of our competitive 
free enterprise system ,” the 
Democratic lieutenant governor 
candidate said. 
“The principle is simply that 


whenever the actions and deci­ 
sions of an industry directly 
affect the lives and prosperity 
of millions of our fellow citizens 
it is not only appropriate but 
absolutely necessary that the 
industry come under close pub­ 
lic regulation."

has meant oil companies have 
been able to post their highest 
third quarter profits in history, 
have enjoyed a major tax loop­ 
hole, have received price in­ 
creases without providing nec­ 
essary information and have 
allow ed an u n p re c e d e n te d 
shortage of oil products.

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THE EDITOR'S NOTEBOOK 
I Court Rips Away 
A Legal Fiction 


I If a person has committed a 
I*rime, is he any less guilty 
because the evidence of what 
he did is discovered accidental­ 
ly while investigating another 
crime? 
For many years, courts in 
this country have maintained a 
legal fiction that he is. 
This comes about because of 
what is known as the “ exclu­ 
sionary rule.” which has been 
applied in federal courts since 
1914 and enforced on sta te 
courts by T S. Supreme Court 
decisions. 


PHK RL LE WAS promulgat­ 
ed as insurance against viola­ 
tion by overzealous officers of 
the Fourth Amendment, which 
s a y s : 
' The right of the people to be 
secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against un­ 
reasonable searches and sei­ 
zures. shall not be violated, and 
no warrants shall 
issue, but 
upon probable cause, supported 
by 
oath 
or affirmation, 
and 
p articularly 
d escrib in g 
the 
place to be searched, and the 
persons or things to be seized.” 
The exclusionary 
rule held 
that if search for evidence of 
one crime, being made under a 
legal 
warrant, 
turns up evi­ 
dence of some other crime, that 
evidence 
cannot 
be 
used 
in 
court. It is illegal because the 
e v id en ce 
found 
is 
not 
the 
things to be seized” described 
in the warrant. 


0 \ ER THE YEARS, the ex­ 
clusionary rule has been more 
and more strictly applied, until. 
as a 
public prosecutor com ­ 
plained to us a few years ago, 
“ You could have a car full of 
firearms in full view, and two 
dead bodies in the back seat, 
and 
we couldn’t do a 
thing 
about it without first swearing 
out a search warrant specifying 
they were there.” 
The prohibition against un­ 
reasonable searches and sei­ 
zures was put in the Constitu­ 
tion 
for 
good 
reason. 
The 
people of the newborn United 
States wanted to be free from 
the fear of the midnight raid by 
police 
or 
troops, 
the 
secret 
arrest, the star chamber con­ 
viction — all things that were 
as common under the tyranny 
of crowned kings as they are 
today 
under 
the 
tyranny of 
equally despotic dictators. 
But they did not intend — nor 
did the Supreme Court when it 
adopted the exclusionary rule 
— that this freedom should be 
perverted 
into protection for 
criminals. 


BECAUSE IT HAS been so 
perverted by the way the rule 
has been applied, the Supreme 
Court has begun to turn away 
from the exclusionary rule. In 


a landmark decision this week, 
it decided — by 6-to-3 vote — 
that such illegally seized evi­ 
dence can be used in a grand 
jury proceeding, though not in 
a trial. 


Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr., 
who wrote the majority opin­ 
ion. pointed out that the grand 
jury hearing is an investigatory 
proceeding, not a trial to deter­ 
mine guilt or fix punishment. 
To invoke the exclusionary rule 
at that stage, he wrote, would 
“ halt the orderly progress of an 
investigation and . . . necessi­ 
tate extended litigation of is- 
> sues only tangentially related 
to the grand jury’s primary 
objective.” 


THIS DOES NOT mean that 
the court's new ruling will have 
no effect on trials, however. 


Under the strict application 
of the rule which has prevailed 
in recent years, it has som e­ 
times been impossible to bring 
a 
felon to trial 
because the 
initial ev id en ce a g a in st him 
was discovered while investi­ 
gating another crime — as was 
true in the case which brought 
the new Supreme Court ruling. 
Because 
a 
prosecutor was 
forbidden to use this evidence, 
he often was precluded also 
from 
using 
further evidence 
developed as a result of the 
chance discovery. 
A defense 
attorney 
could 
challenge the 
whole case for lack of an initial 
warrant specifying the “ things 
to be seized.” 
Thus, in the case before the 
Supreme Court, a search for 
evidence of bookmaking turned 
up evidence that the suspect 
was 
a 
loan 
shark. 
He 
was 
prosecuted and convicted for 
that, but the appeal was car­ 
ried because the search war­ 
rant specified bookmaking m a­ 
terials as the “ things to be 
seized, 
and loan shark books 
il l e g a l l y c o n f is c a t e d w e r e 
shown the grand jury. 


THE SUPREM E COURT has 
ripped away a protection for 
the guilty by its new ruling. It 
has not damaged the rights of 
the innocent. It has not opened 
the door for the midnight raid. 
But it has affirmed what seem s 
obvious: 
Hiding evidence of a crime, 
however it was found, obstructs 
justice. 
Such 
hiding of e v id en ce , 
when it 
is not done through 
legal manipulations, is a crime 
itself: that of being an accesso­ 
ry after the fact. 
The high c o u r t’s d ecision 
should help reduce appellate 
court calendars and contribute 
to the investigation of crime 
and the administration of jus­ 
tice.

Population Vs. Shortages Poses 
Major World Problem For Future

WASHINGTON - There are those in 
Washington who think that the perambu­ 
lator is a more dangerous weapon than 
the atomic bomb 


There are also those who think that oil 
is just the curtain raiser of many short­ 
ages as world population swells. 


Lester R. Brown of the Overseas Devel­ 
opment Council is one of the first: He 
warns that world population will double 
in 36 years at present rates, and that 
some global resources are running low 


C. Fred Bergsten of the Brookings 
Institution is one of the second: He says 
that the United States should start aiding 
the “ third world” (underdeveloped) coun­ 
tries fast. 


THE WORLD'S PRESENT population 
is 3.9 billion, Mr Rrown said recently, 
and he expects it to double by 2008. He 
does not see enough food to go around by 
then unless something is done, and he 
says industrial raw materials seem to be 
running low, too. 


“ U ncontrolled hum an fertility may 
pose a greater threat to our future well­ 
being than any other factor.” he says in 
his book “ World Without Borders." 


Mr 
Bergsten says that the “third 
world” has things the United States 
needs dike Arabian oil) but that the U.S. 
is not cultivating it. 


"The United States is the least respon­ 
sive to third world needs of any indus­ 
trialized country at this tim e ,” he 
charges. “ U S help is small in quantity, 
and getting smaller. Its quality is declin­ 
ing. It lags far behind the policies of 
Europe and Japan 
The administration 
and Congress must share the indict­ 
m ent.” 
Both men wrote their comments before 
the current oil shortage developed 
Both see other shortages likely 
Both say America now must think 
globally; above all they warn that the 
United States, with 6 per cent of the 
world's population, will find it hard to 
continue to use one-half of the world's 
material resources. 


STUDENTS HAVE MADE these argu 
ments for years: now they hope the oil 
shortage has caught America’s attention 
The situation has alarmed others, as 
finite world resources face infinite popu­ 
lation potential. 
Starvation came in 1973 to crowded 
parts of Asia and Africa 
The United 
Nations has designated 1.974 as "world 
population year.” with an international 
conference in Bucharest in August. Many 
think there s a global race between food 
and population. 


Here is the score for the United States 
on 13 basic industrial raw materials 
required by a modern economy, as set 
down by Lester Brown. 
"* 


— In 1950 the United States was depen­ 
dent on imports for more than half of 
only four of these 13: aluminum, man­ 
ganese, nickel, and tin 


— In 1970 the list had increased to six, 
as zinc and chromium were added 
— In 1985 the list will probably be nine, 
with iron, lead, and tungsten added. • 


— In 2000 the United States will bo 
im port-dependent on each of the 13 (add^ 
ing potassium, copper, and sulfur) with 
the exception of phosphate. 


Representatives at the Bureau of Mines 
say they have seen the shortages coming 
for a generation — but haven’t been-able 
to rouse much interest in it. Maybe, the

THE UNITED STATES should nqQpan- 
ic. according to Lester Brown. It has-vast 
resources of its own. 


One is its enormous fertility, and it is 
expected to export wheat, soybeansjand 
other foods in days ahead to a degree 
that will pay for its imports of industrial 
raw materials. 


Before the oil crisis Fred Bergsten 
wrote in the quarterly, Foreign Policy, 
that continued neglect of the third world 
might bring “highly emotional and even 
irrational responses. . . especially if that 
country is the United States.” 


Key products are controlled by a -few 
countries 
copper, four countries. 80 per 
cent; tin. two countries. 70 per cent; 
rubber, four, over half; bauxite, four, 
over half. There arc others on the list. 
The Arabs have since shown them how to 
unite. 


“ The United States must, in its own 
national self-interest, adopt much more 
cooperative and responsive policies to­ 
ward the third world,” says Mr. Bergs­ 
ten 


“A unified global society must now be 
regarded not as a fiction or an ideal but 
as the inevitable reality toward which we 
must move,” says Mr. Brown. 
And Sen. J. William Fulbright, D-Ark , 
put it like this in an interview 
We preached to ourselves that we 
were the richest, the most powerful, the 
strongest economy the world has ever 
seen. Then suddenly we have seen that it 
is us vulnerable as the dickens, just by 
the cutting off of a spigot This is an idea 
that we are repelled by and just refuse to 
accept. But we've got to accept it.” *

Shock Waves From Chile Felt 
In Always-Sensitive Mexico 


MEXICO CITY — The shock wave of 
the overthrow of the elected government 
of Salvador Allende in Chile is still being 
felt throughout Latin A m erica. The 
bloody violence of the military coup, far 
from having run its course, may prove to 
have been only the preliminary to a 
wider and more desperate struggle. 


Seen from here, the possibility of civil 
war cannot be ruled out. Dissident ele­ 
ments not subdued have gone under­ 
ground and they are certain to get help 
from leftist forces outside Chile. Given 
the hundreds of miles of deeply indented 
coastline, smuggled arm s and even guer­ 
rilla bands could not be kept out 


IN MEXICO, where stability is based 
on a carefully calculated balance of the 
fo rm of left and right, the tragedy of 
Chile is seen as a classic example of the 
attempt to impose Marxist socialism on a 
nation with IOO years of constitutional 
government Having come to office with 
only 38 per cent of the vote, Allende 
made no effort to achieve unity. Instead 
he forced through socialist decrees with 
disastrous consequences for the economy. 


The one hope today is for the military 
junta to renounce revenge and follow a 
generous course. WZith sufficient time for 
the wounds to heal, a free election would 
almost certainly see the rejection by 
large majorities of the left extremists. 
Conceivably Eduardo Frei, the Liberal 
Democratic head of state before the 
Allende debacle, could be returned to 
restore harmony and rebuild the econo­ 
my. 


This is the hope — admittedly a frail 
hope — of those who fear the conse­ 
quences of a Chilean civil war in an

already troubled continent. Mexico took 
an understanding and a compassionate 
view of Chiles tragedy. While Commu­ 
nist embassies were barring their doors, 
the Mexican embassy in Santiago adm it­ 
ted more than 500 Chileans seeking asy­ 
lum from the organized killing 


Many of the refugees have now been 
brought here under the protection of the 
Mexican government, with only about 50 
still in the embassy in Santiago. Allende’s 
widow is in Mexico City, but she is 
expected to make Europe her long-term 
residence A Chilean government in exile 
here has been ruled out 


D ESPITE PERSISTENT problem s 
such as the thousands of illegal passings 
back and forth across the border, the 
I nit«*d States is fortunate in having as 
the closest neighbor to the south a stable 
Mexico. With one or two spectacular 
exceptions, nothing like th*- wholesale 
assassinations and kidnapmgs plaguing 
Argentina have occurred here Seety. of 
State Henry Kissinger's friendship with 
Mexico’s Foreign Minister Emilio Raba- 
sa is one of the pluses in the relationship 
between the two neighbors. 


Ever since expropriation of U.S. oil 
properties rn 1938, a government monopo­ 
ly has run the industry from production 
and refining to the gas station. Prices 
were kept unchanged for 15 years as 
successive presidents feared the political 
consequences of upping the cost of a 
gallon of gas. Two years ago President 
Luis Echeverria bit the bullet and put the 
price in line with that north of the border. 


A new field in the State of Tabasco in 
the far south is being opened up, Explo­ 
ration in Baja California, it is hoped, will 
result in wells comparable to those in 
neighboring Southern C alifornia The 
pinch is on here with a refinery shortage.

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10-Fold Fund Increase 
Asked For Spending Law 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s proposed 
state budget calls for a 10-fold 
increase in funds for enforce­ 
ment of California’s political 


campaign spending laws. 
In the past, employees of the 
Secretary of State devoted part 
of their working hours to collect 
and review campaign contribu­ 


tion and expenditure reports at 
an estimated annual cost of 
$60,000. 
But for the 1974-75 fiscal year, 
Reagan’s budget would provide 
a record $615,000 to hire 43 state 
employees to audit campaign 
spending reports and prosecute 
violators of the state’s new 
campaign reporting law. 
The bulk of the money, about 
$450,000, would go to the Board 
of Equalization, which will be 


charged with auditing all cam­ 
paign reports. The remainder 
will be split between the attor­ 
ney general and secretary of 
state. 
The increased enforcement, 
which would begin with the 
upcoming Nov. 5 statewide 
election, was authorized by a 
campaign contributions law by 
Assemblyman Henry A. Wax- 
man, D-Los Angeles, that was 
passed last year. 


More Funds 
For Bike 
Lanes Asked 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Reagan administration has pro­ 
posed a $17 million slash in 
state highway construction next 


year but called for increased 
spending for bicycle lane con­ 
struction and mass transit. 


The $521 million budgeted for 
highway construction — down 
from $592 million the current 
fiscal year-reflected declining 
gas tax revenues because of the 
energy crisis. 


Revenues from the state’s 
seven cents per gallon tax on 
gasoline — the major source of 


highway financing in Califor­ 
nia—is expected to drop to 
$648.9 million in 1974-75 from 
$673.8 million the current fiscal 
year. 
Finance Department officials 
said the proposed budget envi- 
soned 200 fewer Transportation 
Department employes out of a 
total of 2,000, due to the energy 
crunch. Their departure proba­ 
bly would be handled by attri­ 


tion and the state was hopeful 
of obtaining federal funds to 
pay salaries of other depart­ 
ment employes threatened with 
layoff. 


The total $786.1 million De­ 
partment of Transportation 
budget also called for spending 
$700,000 for the design and con­ 
struction of bicycle lanes and 
separate bicycle paths through­ 
out the state.

Born in Grind Rapids. Mich., Chuck 
Wedder was the son of a DuPont civil 
tngineer. Since both parents were college 
graduates, they urgently desired their 
son to go on from high school to a 
university. 
Dutifully, he did so. first at Michigan 
State University (then College) and then 
at the University of Utah. 


HIS UNCERTAINTY as to his future 
continued into college. First he studied 
anthropology. Then he moved into script­ 
writing. World War II intervened, and he 
was called into service. 
He had already begun dabbling with 
photography in various part-time jobs. 
But it Aas his U.S. Navy stint that reallv 
turned Inm toward the camera and film 
as his future. 
It began in an unlikely manner with 
•tfsignmtnt first as a hospital corpsman. 
then as a pharmacist mate. But this led 
him into medical photography. 
An asthmatic condition put him into the 
Public Law 16 rehabilitation in-service 
program. 


OLT OF THE military, he enrolled in 
the Fred Archer School of Photography 
in Los Angeles, and in 1948 completed his 
work there as a member of the schools 
third graduating class. 
Fred A rcher." Weckler explains. 
was one of the first advertising photog­ 
raphers in California. He was also the 
originator of the glamor portrait for the 
movies. And a contemporary of Ansel 
Adams. 
“Archer, a great photographer, passed 
away five or six years ago." 
Despite the example set by Archer. 
young Chuck Weckler still wasn't point­ 
ing particularly toward advertising pho­ 
tography — the field that was late to 
bring him into prominence. 


"I WAS THINKING more generally of 
industrial photography," he says. 
And color film in which Weckler was to 
stake out a considerable reputation in the 
advertising and travel photography 
worlds was still in a pioneering stage, 
very expensive and sometimes uncertain. 
"I had been introduced to color at the 
Archer School," Weckler says. “ But it 
didn t really turn me on at that time.” 
After various short term jobs in photog­ 
raphy, Weckler went to work in Glendale 
for Librascope, a company producing 
fire-control computers for the govern­ 
ment. His job there was to set up an 
industrial photography department. 


IT WAS WHILE at Librascope. in 1953. 
that he married wife Cindy, who was also 
working for the same firm 
Weckler left Librascope to go into 
business for himself, opening a general 
purpose studio in Burbank where he did 
both commecial and portrait work. 
Then, in 1956, he seized an opportunity 
to go to work for Technicolor Inc. as 
chief photographer in the graphic arts 
department. 
And that," he says, “was when I 
really got into color." 


"W HAT TECHNICOLOR wanted to 
do," he explains, “was to establish a 
commercial printing company using the 
new three-plate color process that had 
been developed at Eastman Kodak." 
But, he adds, Technicolor was acting 
too early. “ And the program went the 
way of all good ideas ahead of their time. 


They finally had to close the doors on the 
program." 
By then. Weckler. thoroughly saturated 
in color work techniques and filled with 
enthusiasm for its future, had already 
left Technicolor to form with four other 
men involved in color photography what 
they called Colorage Inc., with headquar­ 
ters in Burbank. 


' WE STARTED OUT doing stamp ca­ 
talogs for what were our first clients," he 
says. But Colorage Inc. was soon into 
color catalogs and color advertising for 
such major clients as Max Factor. 
SunKist and Liberty Albums. 
Much of the work wound up in the slick 
magazines. And this was still the heyday 
rf the slicks. 
In I960, Wedder decided he wanted to 
get totally into color advertising photog­ 
raphy, and on his own. "In the cliche of 
he* day," he says. “ I wanted to do my 
iwn thing." 


AND HAVING KNOWN and liked the 
Bay Area as a serviceman, he decided to 
base his new enterprise in this region. 
So, the Wedders moved north, and on 
Jan. 19, 1960, Chuck opened his studio in 
San Francisco. 
He still uses a San Francisco business 
address — Post Office Box 26103, Zip 
rode 94126 — for Charles Wedder Pho­ 
tography. 
At first the Wedders lived in Strawber- 
’>*. then, in 1963, moved to Sausalito 
where they still reside.

San Rafael Artist Is Proving That 
There Is Too Something New In Art 


By L. ROSS BEHRENS 
Spaghetti, left over six weeks in a 
refrigerator, will sprout a pale green and 
fuzzy mold, and while most of us would 
dismiss such ‘tuff as garbage, there are 
those strange others who lift the lid only 
to mutter, ‘hmm . . . interesting.” 


Well, that was four years ago. Scott A. 
Behrens, now 27, was an undergraduate 
art student at Webster College in St. 
Louis when he found himself intrigued by 
the textures and subtle rotors of mold. 


He wondered how growth could be 
controlled. And could the mold be applied 
to canvas? Do you slap on spaghetti 
sauce and just let it happen? 


IT W ASN'T UNTIL he moved into his 
cluttered basement apartm ent 515 C 
Street in San Rafael with his Doberman 
Pinscher and began postgraduate work in 
art at Lone Mountain College in San 
Francisco that Scott began experiment­ 
ing. 


“ He’d spill milk on the kitchen count­ 
ers,” said Phyllis Lahargoue, his next 
door landlady, “then lay paper, card­ 
board, old wood, anything, in the soured 
milk by the window where the sun comes 
in,” She shuddered. 
Then there were the little oranges and 
pineapple guava and other fiuits of her 
splendid backyard garden that she’d give 
him — and they’d rot. 
Well. Scott was nurturing mold sam­ 
ples: scraping off bits and transferring 
them to the wet salvage wood or whatev­ 
er other backing material he happened to 
be experimenting with that week. 


THE RESULTS WERE not pleasing - 
though interesting, at least to Scott. But 
there was no form, and no control. Mold 


spread helter-skelter. Sometimes it sim­ 
ply appeared 
Coming home from school one night, 
Scott discovered the loaf of bread he’d 
purchased that morning already spotted, 
the musty freckles having mystically 
formed within a tight seal of cellophane 
But it wasn't until Scott Behrens found 
Meran Dave, a microbiologist at Dahl 
Biological Supply House, that mold really 
became art. 
“ Meran had been working in the lab 
with algae and bacteria,” Scott said “I’d 
called dozens of places and finally stum­ 
bled onto Meran. He told me to bring 
over one of my experiments. He liked it, 
and said he’d help ” 


WHILE SCOTT TALKED, my attention 
drifted to a large work of mold art 
framed on the wall behind him. 
From a distance it would be mistaken 
for an abstract in conventional oil. But 
the colors are so oddly subdued, and so 
very, very earthy. Ifs as if some one had 
sprinkled the canvas with a rich forest 
soil. Damp browns, shady olive-greens 
and mossy grays predominate There are 
flashes of brighter oranges, yellows, and 
occasionally, white; but even these colors 
are somehow too complexly mixed yet 
natural to have come from an artist’s 
palette. 


‘Most artists,” says San 
Rafael's Scott A. Behrens, 
“try to represent life. But 
my 
paintings 
are life. 
Maybe they represent art; 
but they are life,” He is 
talking about his canvases 
with living mold. 


“ Most artists,” Scott said, “try to 
represent life.” 
But. he pointed, “these paintings are 
life. Maybe they represent art; but they 
are life/* 
Life representing art: living art 


IS A FAINTING ever finished9 Does 
the mold stop growing9 
“ It has stopped now,” he said. “The 
mold is dormant, in suspended anima­ 
tion It won t grow again or change until 
I feed it. It only grows when it has food, 
you know?” 
The food, or nutrient medium, is a 
sabourad or dextrose solution which can 
be stored in a dehydrated powder form. 
It s the solution that was Meran Dave's 
contribution 
To rehydrate, the powder is added to 
freshly distilled boiling water. Then it’s 
sterilized in an autoclave at 121 degrees 
centigrade for 15 minutes. Poured over 
canvas hot. it quickly cools, hardening 
like candlewax 
Its a time-consuming process that may 
take up to two months from beginning to 
finish 


FROM HIS COLLECTION of sample 
,molds. Scolt chooses colors and textures, 
and sprinkles the spores onto the dex­ 
trose treated canvas, Within days the 
painting begins to develop 
a dab of 
orange fingers downward; a musty green 
swirls and spins off toward upper right : 
fields of dark speckles appear, unexpect­ 
ed as buckshot. Chalky fuzz, like long lint 
stood on its head, drifts toward the 
center. 
From one edge a girl peers. But step 
back and she becomes a toad springing, 
stretching into a galazy. Backstep Are

The son of a Presbyterian mother and 
a Baptist father, the young Griffin mostly 
attended his mother's church. 
“ I can remember her pointing to my 
baptismal certificate hanging on the wail 
and saying, 'Always remember, you’re a 
Presbyterian.' ” 
Griffin was not a rebellious youth In 
his teen years he remembers his pastor 
as “ my friend” and he said he found his 
faith a reasonable one. 
"I had a good church experience as a 
youngster and a teen-ager," he said. 


NEVERTHELESS, young Griffin did 
not first see himself as finding a career 
in the church. 
Before World 
War II, he attended 
Northwestern University on a scholar­ 
ship, studying engineering. 
Then the war came, and he served as 
an engineering officer on the Nashville, a 
light cruiser, which saw duty in the 
Pacific Theater. 
It was at the end of the war that Griffin 
had experiences that made him start to 
reshape his goals in life 


HIS SHIP SPENT some months anc* 
bored in the Whangpoo River at Shanghai 
in (tuna and there he saw “filfth, prosti- 
! tution, poverty and confusion.” 
“ Every morning at 0800 we would 
empty our garbage barrels over the stern 
'of the ship),” he related. Very soon the 
I “ sampan families" who lived on little 
THE BEST OF 
TWO WORLDS 
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boats rn the harbor learned of the daily 
dumping of garbage from “ the rich 
Americans” and would wait next to the 
cruiser to pick up cigarette butts and 
scraps of food. 
Then when he was coming back from 
shore liberty, he said, he often saw young 
newsboys who lived — or existed — 
under the columns of the porches of big 
banks in Shanghai. 


"SOME OF THEM expired from pneu­ 
monia 
due to their lack of food, warmth 
and medical care. Dr. Griffin said. “ I 
began to wonder, ‘why them ’ and why 
not m e?’ ’’ 
Although he had begun to think of the 
possibility of a “ social profession,” Dr. 
Cl Tiffin came back from the war and 
finished up getting an engineering license 
from Northwestern. That year he also 
met his future wife, Camilla, whom he 
married on his graduation day in 1947. 
Then for a year or so Griffin worked in 
the gas production plant of an oil compa­ 
ny in Southern Illinois, but he soon 
realized that an engineering career was 
not for him. 


"IN I1M8 WE came to San Anselmo — 
to the Presbyterian theology sem inary," 
he said. 
Griffin’s habit of using the "w e" pro­ 
noun often is his conversation reflects his 
feelings about his wife. If a man is in a 
social profession, he said, and "his wife 
is not only for it, but also encourages it, 
forget it." 
His own wife provides "low key" sup­ 
port, he said, “ operating parallel with 
me” as a “ wife, homemaker and friend.” 
During Griffin’s three years at semi­ 
nary, his wife supported the couple by 
teaching in San Anselmo. Then in 1951, 
the new minister went to his first church, 
Community Presbyterian in San Juan 
Capistrano. 


THERE, THE Griffin's two older chil­ 
dren, Christina, now 22, and Hay, now 20, 
were born. (The Griffins also have a third 
youngster, Rebecca, 16.) 
The Griffins enjoyed San Juan Capi 
strano (“ we were there in the last part of 
the beautiful era"), but in 1954 Griffin 
accepted a call to the First Presbyterian 
Church of Golden, Colo. 
It was the proximity to the Colorado 
School of Mines which drew Griffin to 
Golden. 


: 
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As pastor of the more than 
a century old First Presby­ 
terian Church of San Ra­ 
fael, Dr. Charles C. Griffin 
enjoys a congregation that 
is filled with “decision­ 
m akers” and with “so 
many competent people.” 


The president of the School of Mines 
and the gardener there 
both served on 
the church s board of elders and “ that’s 
the kind of church I like to have.” 


U V E YEARS in Colorado, the 
Griffins returned to California “ to one of 
the greatest churches in the West," 
Pasadena Presbyterian Church, where 
(•Tiffin served as assistant minister and 
worked on a doctoral program at the 
University of Southern California 
He earned his PH D. in education from 
the university and then accepted a call to 
Oxnard in Ventura County, where he 
served until 1968 when the pastor-finding 
committee from San Rafael’s First Pres 
byterian called Griffin to the Marin 
church. 


The church and congregation, which 
had its beginnings way back on Sept. 26, 
1869, with a gathering of 13 men and 
women in the village of San Rafael’s 
schoolhouse, celebrated its centennial an 
niversary the following year. 
The San Rafael congregation is differ­ 
ent 
in a positive way" from others 
Griffin has served, he said 
He called the local group "a sharp, 
ambitious, thinking church” made up of 
"a lot of top-flight people.” 


SEVERAL YEARS ago the congrega­ 
tion was somewhat split over whether to 
tear down its lovely old church building 
and construct a new one. The eventual 
decision was to raze and rebuild. 
This past y ear, though, has been 
marked by a resurgence of unanimity 
and cooperation in the parish, according 
to Dr. Griffin 
* 
He praised the congregation for “the 
way people responded” to the building 
program, donating such extras as land 
scaping and performing even such tasks, 
in one case, as supervising the construc­ 
tion of the new sanctuary. 
I like it here,” Dr. Griffin concluded 
but he added that the length of his Hay in 
Marin will be “ subject to the will of 
God."

friends have seen Scott’s work. But the 
public will have its chance. 


Scott’s plan is to grow his mold on a 
billboard which, according to an advertis­ 
ing circular put out by ‘The Committee in 
Support of Scott,’ “ will be donated to the 
City of San Francisco as a beguiling 
monument to the idea of beauty inherent 
in all living things regardless of how 
trivial or ugly they may first appear, and 
as a reminder that art. very simply is 
life.” 


The Committee in Support of Scott is 
made up mostly of friends who have seen 
Scott’s work, are enthusiastic about it, 
and who want to help raise money for the 
billboard. 


A BENEFIT FOR that purpose at 
Davood’s restaurant in Mill Valley last 
month resulted in 70 people donating $3 
each to see an exhibit of Scott Behrens 
works. “ Unfortunately,” he says, “expen­ 
ses exceeded proceeds by $50. ” 


“The response,” said Scott, “has been 
incredible. There are so many people 
who want to help. So many. You know, 
it s really true that people want to help 
one another.” 
Out of this sentiment, Scott has formed 
the Help One Then Another Party. 
Originally restricted to painters, writ­ 
ers, musicians and other artists, the 
party now welcomes everyone. 
“Our only requirement is that a pros­ 
pective member sincerely realize that in

says his mother); and two daughters, 
Rebecca, 18, and Kristina, a 16-year-old 
Tamalpais High School student. 
Says Weclder of his business: "We are 
•n a transitional stage right now. 
"We started out purely as an advertis­ 
ing photographer. We worked specifically 
for advertising agencies, and not for the 
direct accounts. 


"FOR INSTANCE, in our work for 
Wells Fargo Bank, some of our best 
known color advertising photography, I 
was more or less involved in developing 
the stagecoach campaign, working with 
Mort Kohn of Ross, the art director with 
McCann-Erickson Inc. agency." 
The campaign, on billboards and on 
television as well as in magazines and 
newspapers, became familiar to millions. 
Starting in 1963, Weckler also began 
doing work for the Matson Navigation Co. 
for advertising for its cruise ships and 
their destinations. Other clients in the 
travel field followed. 
"And as I began to travel more and 
more, I also began thinking more and 
more about developing another busi­ 
ness," Weckler says. 


THE PHOTOGRAPHER says that the 
Matson and other travel assignments 
accorded him a high degree of independ­ 
ence. 
"They would give me a title," he says. 
"and then it would be up to me to go out 
and shoot the pictures to fit the title and 
to satisfy the agency." 
Thus to a degree, Weckler. on these 
trips, had time of his own. The new 
business that he was thinking about was 
to build up a stockpile of travel photo­ 
graphs upon which agencies and other 
clients could call as needed. 


IT BEGAN IN July of 1969, with a jaunt 
to Tahiti for Air New Zealand, Weckler 
stayed a month, using the extra time to 
take additional photographs for his own 
stockpile. 
In September of the same year, the 
Bank of America asked him to go to 
South America. Again he remained there 
for a period on his own time, taking 
photographs for his stockpile. 
Since then, on any assigned trip, Weck­ 
ler has managed to also work in some 
shooting of his own. 
The result has been some extremely 
extensive and intensive photography “ sa­ 
faris." Says Weckler: "You can get a lot 
done by working hard, but you can't rush 
this kind of thing." 


MOST RECENTLY he was in New 
Zealand and Australia for five weeks. He 
returned with 140 rolls of color film shot 
there and in Fiji and Hawaii. Twenty- 
four separate plane rides were involved 
The new business has been named 
Weckler’s World, location photography. 
And it operates from the San Francisco 
post office box address 
Mrs. Weckler handles much of the 
business end of Weckler’s World. "She 
has to." notes her husband, "since I am 
gone so much of the time.” 
Mrs. Weckler laughs when she says. 
"With us, it s a case of the cobblers 
children having no shoes. What family 
snapshots we have, I have to take. 


Charles never bas the time to take 
pictures at home." 


W ECKLER 
ESTIM ATES that the 
Wedder s World files now hold some 
50,000 photos from around the world, all 
in color. Agencies, advertisers and publi­ 
cations are looking to him more and 
more as a source of that striking photo 
needed to lend appeal and impact to an 
advertising message or a business bro­ 
chure 
Meanwhile, Weckler continues to carry 
out assignments from agencies as in the 
past, using them as an opportunity to 
also put his Nikon camera and its 35- 
millimeter film to work on behalf of 
Wedder s World. 
Before Wedder s World, its founder 
says, he might have flown all the way to 
the Carribean just for a single photo­ 
graph assigned by an agency. Now. while 
there, he would shoot many more pic­ 
tures for his own files. 


SUCH IS WECKLER’S skill with the 
camera that in 1955 he became one of the 
youngest photographers to achieve the 


Sugar, for example, Weckler became fast 
friends with a Kauai family, and he is 
godfather to their son. 


HUNDREDS AND hundreds of thou­ 
sands of people in the United States and 
other lands who have never met Chuck 
Weclder personally, or watched him work 
at capturing on film the special flavor of 
their locality, know his work very well. 


The familiar scenes on the Hibernia 
Bank checks they cash — Coit Tower, 
Golden Gate Bridge, the cable car, etc._ 
are his work. 


So are some of the travel films of more 
distant and exotic places they encounter 
as they thumb through the pages of 
Moorland or another slick magazine — 
and discover that the glossy advertise­ 
ments are as appealing as the editorail 
matter. 


THERE’S ANOTHER "tradem ark" by 
which Weckler and Wedder s World have 
come to be Im won by his Marin neighbors 
and by residents of other places.

Master s Degree of the Professional Pho­ 
tographers of America. In less than three 
years he had earned a status that usually 
requires more like 14 years of profession­ 
al experiene. 
He has taught at the 
prestigious Winona School in Indiana and 
appeared on national programs. 
But ask Weckler for the major reason 
for his special success in the highly 
competitive field of travel-advertising 
photography, and he will reply: “ I think 
it is my ability to cope with just about 
any kind of sitaution in any kind of 
setting. 
"After I ve been in a country about a 
week. I begin to feel at home there," he 
says. “ I begin to get the flavor and the 
feeling of the people and the country ." 


HE SPEAKS ONLY English "except 
for a smattering of Tahitian French ’ 
But he says he quickly picks up enough of 
a language "to cope with it." 
Looking back over the last 20 years and 
hundreds and hundreds of color film 
footage, Weckler says: "I ve won a lot of 
awards, which is always satisfying. But, 
even more important. I ve had the plea­ 
sure of working with the very best 
people. 
"I wouldn't change a minute of it." 
The fact that those early college 
courses "didn t catch," leaving him free 
to turn later to photography, he now 
regards as one of the good fortunes of his 
life. 


Cindy Weckler notes that her husband 
has acquired, in his travels, many friends 
who drop into their Sausalito home occa­ 
sionally, and who invite him to stay with 
them when be is in their land or region. 
As a result of a 1963 assignment to 
Hawaii, shooting pictures for C 4 H 


in the restoration of Model A Fords since 
1968. 


"Two years ago," he relates, "I decid­ 
ed I would just as soon drive and work 
from a car that I really liked and 
enjoyed." 
He found a Model A truck in Vallejo. 
"It was a complete disaster," he says, 
enjoying the remembrance. 


WITH THE HELP of a body and fender 
man. over a period of a year and a half, 
Weckler restored the venerable old vehi­ 
cle to its former glory. 
Now he drives it with pride in his work, 
finds it economical as transportation and 
as a mobile office, and handy in that it 
offers ample storage for his photography 
equipment. 
“Furtherm ore, with its com m ercial 
plates. I can park it downtown in com­ 
mercial zones without worrying about 
tickets," he smiles. 
But most important, with its designa­ 
tion on its sides, it serves as a moving 
advertising message for its owner. And 
the years have taught Chuck Weckler 
well the value of advertising. 


STILL. WECKLER acknowledges that 
advertising and publicity are no substi­ 
tutes for competency and creativity in his 
work. 
In the brochure he did for his own 
Weckler’s World, the photographer notes: 


"In recent years I’ve spent most of my 
time living out of a suitcase, traveling all 
over the world. For Bank of America, 
t’nitours. Air New Zealand, TIA, Matson. 
PFEL, American President Lines, United 
Airlines, 
Philippine Airlines. And for 
myself. 
"It seemed a shame not to make the 


hundreds of transparencies for these 
trips available. Because they aren’t the 
standard sort of thing. They capture the 
mood, the color, the feeling of a place. I 
think that's important. 


"OF COURSE, IT depends on what a 
person's looking for . . . ” 
And there is this note in the brochure 
"Mr. Weckler’s passport and suitcase are 
ready to accompany him anywhere on 
assignment. Just call, with directions ” 
On the other hand, it is entirely possi­ 
ble that the photos being sought are 
already taken, filed among those 50,000- 
plus transparencies that make up Weck- 
ler's World in ail its color 


Charles Weckler attributes his success as an advertising 
travel photographer to his ability to adjust quickly and 
easily to different peoples and different lands: “After I’ve 
been in a country about a week, I begin to feel at home 
there,” he says.

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Ready Or Not, Tourists Are Headed For Yucatan 


THE MAYAN PYRAMID ort Uxmal on Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula is only one of the spectacular sights that 
ore luring travelers to the region, even though the customary tourist amenities are not yet available. The 
sister pyramid at Chichen ftza ss an even more famous attraction.

YUCATAN, Mexico — The only thinj 
wrong with Caribbean vacations is thai 
they can drive a person bananas: 
Swaying palm trees, perpetual sun and 
unending water — all the cliches, and 
nothing to see. 
Enough people obviously like what the 
Caribbean symbolizes, however, to make 
Mexico use the word to describe its own 
peninsula of Yucatan which juts out into 
the tropic sea. 


BIT IT IS EXTENDING the invitation 
before Yucatan is quite ready for the 
hordes. There is some question, too, that 
the underpopulated and underdeveloped 
area will ever be ready for what’s going 
to hit it. 
August is the off-season down here 
(torrid and prone to hurricanes and rain), 
but this past August hotel space, never­ 
theless. was scarce. 
The number of North American tourists 
is bound to increase, too, because the 
Mexican peso has maintained its same 
rate of exchange to the U. S. dollar as 
before devaluation. Plenty of French and 
Italians have already discovered the 
Yucatan, moving in enormous buses from 
ruin to ruin across the flat land. 


STILL, TUE YUCATAN is one excel­ 
lent solution for vacationers who are 
driven around the (Caribbean) bend. In 
Yucatan there are things to SEE. 
The awesome pyramids of Chichen Itza 
and Uxmal (pronounced oosh-mal), built 
300 to 900 A.D., rise up from jungle 
growth as mysteriously as they are 
supposed to. They were pictured that way 
in National Geographic, that way in films 
and, really, they are that way in real life. 
You don’t have to imagine very hard to 
be awed by how the short, round-headed 
Mayans made these startling gray stone 
cities, invented the calendar which the 
Aztecs took over, and spread all the way 
to today's Guatemala. 
THE TWO MOST indelible Mayan im­ 
ages, aside from the pyramids them­ 
selves, are of the god Chac-mool (a 
manlike figure reclining on his back with 
a plate on his stomach), and the stylized 
rain god whose nose curls up like a New 
Year's whistle. 
Certain tastes you also will inevitably 
take with you from the Yucatan: 
One is of lime, which is used on every 
food imaginable. Another flavor is of 
watermelon, sold in slices on the streets. 
One reason the Yucatan is likely to be 
inundated soon by tourists is that a new 
ferry has begun operations from Miami 
to Puero Morelos on the Caribbean side 
of the peninsula. The ferry will carry 
cars and a lot more U. S. license plates 
may pop up here, if the gasoline situation 
doesn't intervene. 


A CAR IN FACT is the best method for 
getting to the ruins. Second-best is to fly 
into Merida (Aeromexico is adding more 
direct flights from the U. S.) and take 
tours from there. Mexicans also stops at 
Merida as well as Cozumel. 
The Mexicans are not totally without 
foresight in planning for the coming

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There's A Bill O f Rights 
For The Airline Traveler 


With the airlines sharply cutting back 
on schedules to conserve fuel, it is only 
natural that air passengers are con­ 
cerned with getting “bumped” from an 
over booked flight. 
The Air Transport Association assures 
travelers that even the elimination of 
hundreds of flights will still leave operat­ 
ing a widespread national system of 
scheduled air service. 
But even with the airlines’ assurance 
that they can accommodate peak air 
travel demands, any airline passenger 
still can run into long pre-flight delays 
and suffer damage. 


THE AMERICAN Automobile Associa­ 
tion says such an incident does not have 
to ruin your vacation. Travelers should 
know that they are protected by a set of 
rules enforced by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 
If you get “bumped” or refused seating 
on a plane, even while holding confirmed 
reservations, the airline is obliged to try 
to book you on the next available flight of 
any airline to the same destination. 
The CAB rules allow overbooking with 
no penalty to the airlines, so long as a 
passenger’s schedule is not delayed more 
than two hours on domestic flights, or 
four hours on overseas flights. Otherwise, 
you are entitled to a full refund of the 
ticket price (up to $200) and free passage 
on the next available flight. 
The airlines call it Denied Boarding 
Compensation, but in order to receive it 
you must obtain a written statement 
from the airline personnel immediately 
after being denied boarding. You are 
entitled to your refund within 24 hours, or 
you can file a complaint with the CAB 
which will corroborate your claim 
through airline records. 


OF COURSE. AS the CAB points out, 
the best way to avoid getting “ bumped’’ 
is to arrive at the airport early, allowing 
plenty of time for heavy traffic and anti­ 
hijack screening. 
Norman Philion, senior vice-president- 
traffic, of ATA, urges air travelers to 
make reservations as early as possible 
and to allow for a more flexible time of 
departure. 
“With this planning, fuel resources will 
be conserved and maximum numbers of 
people will get where they want to go,” 
Philion said. 
Perhaps even more vexing than being 
delayed or “bumped” is getting to your 
destination only to learn your luggage is 
missing. Though the airlines report that 
only a small percentage of the luggage is 
mislaid, that’s no consolation for the 
traveler arriving in a strange city with 
nothing else but the clothes on his back. 


AAA ADVISES THAT lost baggage be 
reported im m ediately and that you 
should make certain that airline person­ 
nel fill out the loss or damage form for 
your baggage. If your luggage is not 
found within three days, your claim will 
be evaluated and compensation made. 
Hang onto your claim check as it is the 
only proof that you actually had luggage, 
If your luggage is damaged, you should 
also notify airline personnel immediately. 
The damaged item will be repaired, 
replaced, or you will be compensated in 
cash.

BLT IT MAY not be that way for long.

Finally and probably most importantly, 
SATO is leading a major push for Ameri­ 
can tourists.

Yes, Tune-Ups, 
Slow-Downs 
Do Save Gas 


Results of tests conducted by the Cali­ 
fornia State Automobile Association con 
firmed that minor engine tune-ups and 
reduced speeds do add up to substantial 
fuel savings. 
Two sets of tests were conducted at the 
CSAA Diagnostic Center in San Francis­ 
co. 
The first showed that a minor tune-up 
would improve gasoline mileage by an 
average of 9.6 per cent. The other indi­ 
cated that driving at 55 miles per hour 
rather than 65 miles per hour would save 
12.2 per cent in gasoline consumption. 
The association used a late model 
Ford, Chevrolet, Dodge and Volkswagen 
in the tests. Before being tuned each 
vehicle was “driven” over a simulated 
commute trip of about seven and a hall 
miles taking 22 minutes. Speeds varied 
from 0 to 57 miles per hour. The engines 
were then tuned and driven over tor 
same course. 
- - - 
Gas mileage improved between 6.4 and 
14.7 per cent, with an average of 9.6 per 
cent. The tuning consisted of adjusting 
the timing, air fuel ratio and carburetor 
setting to specifications. 
In the second test the vehicles were 
driven at a constant speed of 65 miles per 
hour and then at 55 m.p.h for 22 minutes. 
At the slower speed gasoline consumption 
was reduced between 11.5 and 14.1 per 
cent, with the average reduction of 12.2 
per cent. The CSAA cautioned that tests 
were conducted at a constant speed, 
something that is seldom achieved in 
actual driving

Corporate 
Ruler Elite 


THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO THE 
HARVARD BUSINESS SCHOOL by 
Pafar Colton;

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The playing fields of Eton shaped the 
men who built the British Empire. And 
the friendships and common experiences 
of public school life became the basis by 
w hich the British civil service was forged 
into an elite, bound together by “ the old 
school tie." 
In 
The Gospel According to the Har­ 
vard Business School" Peter Cohen sug­ 
gests that Harvard's “ B" Sehool may be 
at least as significant an influence in the 
shaping of corporate leadership of the 
United States. 
Consider the statistics he presents _ 
one in ll of Fortune's 500 largest industri­ 
al corporations is headed by the holder of 
a Harvard M B A. - 45 in all. If you add 
to this group those who have graduated 
from the school’s management training 
programs and the others who began but 
did not complete the M B.A. program, it 
turns out that the president or chairman 
of one out of seven of the “ 500" wears the 
same “old school tie." 
Cohen gives us an insider’s look at how 
this elite leadership cadre is trained. 
We accompany the 94 members of 
Section B through the rigid schedule of 
the first year and the innumerable cases 
upon which the Harvard M B A. program 
is based. We share the boot camp intensi­ 
ty of the bi-weekly WAC (Written Analy­ 
sis of Cases) assignment which must be 
turned in by 6 p.m. every other Saturday 
evening. 
Social life at the “ B 
School, such as it 
is, never begins before the WAC assign­ 
ment is turned in, and much of the daily 
life outside of classes revolves around 
preparation of the WAC case. It hangs 
over the students’ heads like Joe Bsflk s 
black cloud in “ Lil Abner,’ accompany­ 
ing them from the morning tooth-brush­ 
ing ritual to the semi-conscious wakeful­ 
ness on the edge of sleep. 
The case method is designed to put the 
student in the managerial role. The cases 
are real, even though the companies may 
be disguised. Given the information that 
lite actual managers had, the students 
are faced with the question, “ What would 
you do?" It is all part of the process of 
learning how to think, decide and act like 
a manager. 
The second year is less structured than 
the first and includes the interaction 
between job-seeking students and the 
company recruiters. The pressure is no 
less intense. Both years are pressure 


cookers capable of exposing the weak­ 
nesses of any of the participants in the 
program. Three of them, two students 
and a faculty member, commit suicide 
during the two-year period Cohen chroni­ 
cles. Others retreat into themselves or 
lose their self confidence. 
Cohen admits that a great deal of 
learning takes place. He questions wheth­ 
er this result is worth the price, but he 
lays the process out so that the reader 
can 
understand 
it, feel the pressure 
vicariously and make his own value 
judgments. 
The Harvard School of Business is 
certainly entitled to a chance for rebut-

Laughing It Up With The Comics: 
Hope And Gregory Are Funny Fellows

Bob Hope has been in show business for 
50 years, spending most of them as a 
standup comedian before a live audience. 


He is one of those rare persons who can 
make biting comments on the passing 
scene without making the butts of his 
remarks angry. Often he can make the 
objects of his barbs laugh at themselves. 


When Hope first appeared on radio 
during the Depression years, he cheered 
up the country with a seemingly endless 
delivery of one-line wisecracks. It was a 
successful format in those days and he 
has never abandoned it. 


Audiences expect laughs from Hope. 
Everything he says is not necessarily 
funny but the crowds in front laugh 
anyway. 


Bob’s latest venture is a comic album, 
“ Holidays ’ (Spear 4700). There is no hint 
on the record jacket as to when the 
recording was made but it must have 
been some time ago because the material 
is dated. For instance, there are refer­ 
ences to Gertrude Ederle, first woman to 
swim the English Channel, as though she 
were strolling the beaches, and to “ Drag­ 
net." the TV series which was popular in 
the 1950s and since has been revived 
One of Hope s dated gags involves the 
landing of the Pilgrims: 
“ Look, it s 


There's Only One Rock Composer, 


And His Name Is Pete Townshend 


Rock has produced many songwriters 
some of them very good. But rock has 
produced only one composer worthy of 
the title. His name is Pete Townshend 
and his orchestra is called The Who. 
The Who is one of the teacupful of 
significant British bands to emerge from 
the 1960s unscathed. Its original mem­ 
bers — Townshend on guitar, John En- 
twistle on bass, Keith Moon on drums 
and Roger Daltrey as lead vocal — are 
still around. Their style, though it has 
evolved a great deal since the first Who 
single “ Anytime You Want Me" was 
released in 1965, is intact. 
The Who has not yet found the bottom 
of its considerable pool of ere: rive talent, 
which is probably why the band is still 
together 
Townshend s latest opus is "Quadro­ 
phenia" (Track MCA2-10004I. which is 
being hailed by some critics — the kind 
who are always looking around desper­ 
ately to justify rock as art — as the 
greatest 
achievement 
in 
music since 
Beethoven’s 9th. 
Though “Quadrophenia" is a fine al­ 
bum, the use of such superlatives for 
what is still essentially rock ’n’ roll is 
neither justifiable nor necessary. 


“QUADROPHENIA" is a two-record 
set, and comes complete with a summary 
of the story line, lyrics, and a book of 
nice black-and-white photos to accompa­ 
ny the music. It is basically a much more 
down-to-earth story than the pinball wiz* 
ard-cum-savior sage of “ Tommy," The 
Who’s first rock “ opera,” It’s all about 
an English kid named Jim my, growing 
up absurd during the mods-and rockers 
period of the middle 60 s. 
The suggestion is that Jim my is mad - 
a "quadrophonic,” or double schizophren­ 
ic But in reality his main affliction is one 
that can only be cured by time: youth 
Jim my is a pretty average mixed-up

kid. messing around with drugs, booze 
and the opposite sex and doing his level 
best to stay out of touch with reality. 
That’s plenty about the story line. It 
really isn t very important, serving pri­ 
marily as a vehicle for the music, to use 
a semantic reversal of the McLuhan 
equation. 
"Quadrophenia" is the most perfectly 
conceived and executed “ concept album" 
ever made. Townshend has worked very 
hard to achieve continuity and “ flow" 
from track to track, and he has been 
almost completely successful. It is at 
once the album ’s triumph and most 
significant flaw'. 


IT IS A TRIUMPH because it accom­ 
plishes the goal that dozens of rock bands 
have been trying to do since the Beatles 
popularized the “ concept" idea with 
“ Sgt Pepper." 
But this near-pcrfect continuity also 
grinds away at the individuality of the 
tracks — and it shows even in the way 
the band performs the music on stage. 
Keith Moon is a truly great drummer, 
but halfway through “ Quadrophenia’’ his 
patterns begin to sound alike — and 
much the same goes for Townshend^ 
patented chord riffs. 
Daltrey’s vocals are superb — but so 
similar to his work on “Tommy" it is 
hard to believe that album is now going 
on five years old. 
Only Entwistle seems to have remem­ 
bered that “Quadrophenia" — however 
unified a work it may be — is not a single 
two hour tune. His bass lines are innova­ 
tive and non-repetitive throughout. 
Don’t get me wrong on all this I think 
“ Quadrophenia” is a superb album — 
and The Who is one of my all-time 
favorite groups. But if I had to pick just 
one Who album as the best so far, it’d 
still have to be the two-year-old “ Who’s 
Next,” 


America, just as Drew Pearson predict­ 
ed,” 
Nevertheless, the album is good for 
many laughs. Hope pokes much of his fun 
at Bing Crosby and Jack Benny. In the 
“ Father’s Day” segment. Hope speaks of 
Crosby’s children: “ Last year they gave 
Bing the Bank of America. They didn t 
kno^v he already owned it." 
One crack that gets a good laugh is 
“ AII my relatives will be at our Thanks­ 
giving dinner. I know they will. They are 
circling over the house right now." 


LIKE BOB HOPE. Dick Gregory has a 
sense of timing that delights an audience. 
In 
what is billed as his last live 
appearance, “Caught in the Act" (Poppy 
PP-LA176-G2). Gregory keeps his listen­ 
ers chuckling 
It is a two-record album made last 
August at Paul’s Mail in Boston and is 
based mostly on Gregory’s observations 
of the political scene, especially Water­ 
gate 
Gregory, as usual, gets off to a casual 
start to get closer to the audience and 
from then on leads them into a merry 
romp 
Sometimes Gregory mumbles. At other 
times he goes into a high-pitched nasal 
delivery. Yet he never loses the attention 
of the audience. If you listen to this 
performance you will find it difficult to 
stop even though it spans almost two 
hours 


THIRTEEN YEARS ago, Mel Brooks 
became one of the funniest comedians on 
the scene with his characterization of the 
2.000-year-old 
man. 
In 
those 
Carl 
CarlReReiner played the straight man. 
feeding Brooks questions that brought 
hilarious answers. 
After more than a dozen years, Reiner 
and Brooks are back with “2,000 and 
Thirteen" (Warner Bros. BS 2741). Al­ 
though there are many laughs as Brooks 
recalls his part in history, it is not quite 
as amusing as the earlier recordings. The 
old man remembers Paul Revere as an 
anti-Semite and asked why replies: "He 
yelled, the Yiddish are coming! The 
Yiddish are coming!" That gets laughs 
And of his parenthood over 2.000 years, 
the old man says: "I have had 42,000 
children and none came to visit me."

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Pruning Is Essential 
To Good Gardening, 
And Now Is The Time 


Pruning is one of the most important 
and probably one of the least understood 
aspects of gardening. 
The dedicated gardener does his prun­ 
ing on a year-round basis. He’s always 
pinching back to shape a plant's growth. 
The novice gardener seldom prunes, and 
•when he does, it may often be by guess. 
During the current cool months when 
plants are dormant, most pruning jobs 
will be done in California. Deciduous fruit 
and shade trees, grapes, roses, fuchsias, 
and certain evergreens should all be cut 
back — before growth starts again in 
spring. The gardener who neglects to 
prune only has himself to blame for any 
lack of results 


YO U! NlTtSERY IS a good place to 
start to learn about pruning or pruning 
methods. There are manuals on pruning, 
and some excellent ones that include 
illustrations and specific information on a 
wealth of plant materials. 
The prime reason to prune is to im­ 
prove a plant under cultivation; to in­ 
crease and improve the crop of flowers 
and or fruit; and to enhance the appear­ 
ance of a plant. 


The orchardist prunes because he 
wants the maximum crop consistent with 
fruit quality and size. The rosarian 
prunes because he knows that flowers are 
produced only on new wood and he wants 
to reduce the proportion of old. non­ 
producing growth on the plant Pruning is 
also done to repair damage from wind or 
frost and to remove dead limbs from a 
plant. 


Lastly, it is done to improve the shape 
of things grown. This includes training 
plants in the form you desire. 


FOR STARTERS. A most important 
tiling is to have sharp tools. Shears

should be razor sharp and a saw should 
be able to cut cleanly. More plants are 
damaged by dull tools than by in-experi­ 
ence or wrongly placed cuts. On material 
over one inch in diameter, nurseries have 
pruning paints to spread over the cuts. 
This seals out possible infestation from 
disease. 
Another important consideration is to 
know which plants to prune and when. 
Deciduous fruit trees may be pruned now 
and so may grapes. In pruning fruit 
trees, remember excessive pruning re­ 
sults in vigorous new growth, but it is 
mainly non-fruiting growth. The ap­ 
proach should be to find the balance in 
pruning where you do just enough to 
encourage both new growth and a good 
fruit crop. 
If you’re growing grapes on a trellis 
you prune differently. Here’s where a 
manual on pruning is highly valuable. 


CERTAIN OVERGROWN ornamentals, 
such as Rhododendrons or Camellias, 
may be shaped just before growth starts 
in spring 
These would be normally 
pruned after flowering. But, if they are 
rank or overgrown, it may be best to 
forego some bloom in favor of new fill-in 
growth. 
If in doubt, check with your nursery­ 
man on the various plant materials in 
your garden. He can provide advice and 
direct you to the best source of informa­ 
tion — to help assure the results you 
expect.

What s the nicest thing about Camel­ 
lias? 
First, the individual blooms are exquis­ 
ite The colorations and variegations of 
color are out-of-this world. And, the 
plants are excellent choices for landscape 
situations The different growth habits, 
foliage shapes and textures add to their 
versatility in the garden. 
But. perhaps the nicest thing about 
Camellias is the long, long blooming 
season. 


IF YOU FEEL Camellias are just a 
springtime color bearer, consider some 
varieties start blooming in fail, before 
the start of the football season, and other 
Camellias provide color into May — into 
the baseball season. 
Your nurseryman can help you plan a 
Camellia color calendar that stretches 
over half the year. 
The earliest-blooming Camellias are 
the Sasanquas which start flowering in 
fall and there are myriad Japonica and 
Reticulata forms that will provide beauty 
and enjoyment later — in the winter, 
spring and early-summer garden. 


SASA NOLA CAMELLIAS are enjoying 
unprecedented popularity today. Their 


willowy growth and many uses in the 
landscape — as a foundation shrub, 
accent plant, ground cover, tub specimen 
or hanging basket plant — and the single 
and double flowers radiate much beauty 
in their surroundings. Many Sasanquas 
are used for espaliering against flat 
surfaces or on trellises. Nurseries have 
them pre-started on trellises; shopping 
undoubtedly will reveal these dependable 
performers beirg available as patio trees 
and in hanging baskets. 
The foliage of Sasanquas is smaller 
than that of their later-blooming cousins 
and this adds interest in the garden. 
In most areas of the state, the earliest 
Japonica Camellias start blooming by the 
first of the year, though in many climes 
they often show color in November- 
December. Japonicas feature the magnif­ 
icent flower forms that include formal 
doubles, big peony-type blooms, and 
breathtaking singles, to mention but a 
few forms. To further delight gardeners, 
these are divided into bloom categories. 
There are Japonicas that bloom early, 
mid-season, or that flower late. Your 
color parade can continue to provide 
beauty and enjoyment for months and 
months. 


The Hanging Basket Offers 
Opportunity For Individuality 


More and more Californians are discov­ 
ering that hanging baskets are a refresh­ 
ing and lovely way to showcase the 
beauty of trailing plants. 
There is a huge, extraordinary selec­ 
tion of handsome plants for hanging 
basket use, and the myriad types and 
shapes of suitable containers available 
today is unbelievable. 
Besides the traditional redwood forms, 
and the wire baskets that are lined with 
spaghnum moss, nurseries today have 
ceramic containers for suspending from 
on high, distinctive plastic creations, and 
glassware, as well. Some containers are 
uruquely-shaped and plants merely com­ 
plement the handiwork. 
Shopping for containers and hanging 
basket-type plants to use in them is a fun 
experience. Of course, there are many 
enthusiasts that are just as satisfied with 
using red clay or terra cotta pots and 
using wire hangers to suspend the over­ 
head planter. Where spreading plants 
such as tufted Plectranthus, Sprenger’s 
Fern, and Grape Ivy are concerned, the 
container is generally hidden. 


The gray-green, succulent-like Donkey 
Tail and uniquely-shaped Sedum seiboldi, 
are go-iogethers with distinctive contain­ 
ers. Other plants to consider for special 
jardinnieres, or pottery mobiles, include 
certain Scented Geraniums, Hare's Foot 
Fern, and dark green Tryshosporum 
• Lipstick Plant). 
When it comes to Ferns, the California 
Association of Nurserymen reports a pair 
of relative newcomers is exciting garden­ 
ers. A compact form of Sprenger’s Fern, 
featuring needle-like foliage and a semi- 
arobing growth habit, is worth shopping 
for, as it seems perfect in a hanging 
basket. So does Meyer’s Fem, sold as 
Asparagus meyeri. The cone like, arch 
mg fronds defy description — the plant is 
that unusual. Its fresh green appearance 
and stately beauty accounts for its great 
demand. 


It s also possible to enjoy the floral 
beauty of Azaleas and certain Sasanqua 
Camellias from on high Nurseries offer 
the plants in ready-to-enjoy hanging bas­ 
kets.

TO GET THE most out of the vine it is 
wise to select the color to suit the 
background (or the background to suit 
the color if that’s practical and you want 
a special color). 
Wisteria is a very flexible member of 
the pea family and can do more than 
simply cover a wall through spring, 
summer and fall. 
Without difficulty it can be trained up 
as a small tree and its crown shaped 
through judicious pruning to take whatev­ 
er shape you desire. By keeping the 
strong growing trunk clear of side shoats 
until the desired height is reached, you 
develop over the years a sturdy, tree-like 
trunk. Then you can select the shoots 


spaced properly to form the crown which 
you can prune to get a circular shape, 
rectangular, etc., and head them back 
when they try to form long whips. 
THE WISTERIA K a vigorous grower 
and to really make it provide showers of 
bloom you will have to pinch out the 
growing tips where possible to encourage 
the greatest flowering. 
Fortunately, very little if anything 
seems to bother it so your gardening 
effort in connection with the Wisteria is 
pretty well confined to shaping it up the 
way you want it and seeing that it gets 
enough water and feeding once a month 
— until July. Don’t start feeding again 
until spring. 
Nurserymen have quality Wisteria now 
— the ones that are certain to bloom well 
in our area 


How You Prune Your Roses 
Will Determine Their Future 


The big challenge for the amateur rose 
grower; at this time of year, is how to 
make the most of the rose’s potential 
with proper pruning. 
Experts agree that a weak bush should 
be pruned severely. This practice forces 
new shoots from the base of the plant 
which will probably be more sturdy. 
With the development of stronger hy­ 
brid rose varieties rose growers recom­ 
mend that the length of cane left be 
determined according to the strength of 
the variety being pruned. Some, with a 
natural upright growth habit and strong 
canes can be left with canes up to two 
feet. others cut back to 15 inches 


ONE OTHER consideration in deter­ 
mining the amount of pruning is the type 
of rose. Oirnbing roses are only thinned, 
whereas most other roses are cut to five 
and six canes of uniform length. 
Pruning experts agree it is best to 
discourage center growth. Keeping an 
open center by cumulating shoots coming 
out from the middle of the plant insures 
that the remaining canes will have plenty 
of light and air. 
The pruner must also select the place 
at which he makes the cuts very careful­ 
ly. Each cut should be made one-quarter 
inch above a bud which faces away from 
the shrub's center. 


THE HOME gardener should note the 
bearing limit of the canes in each bush 
and be prepared to select younger canes 
to take over when the older canes reach 
their limit. Canes bear anywhere from 
five to IO years before they need be 
removed; the exact time depends upon 
the tardiness of the variety. 
During the year that the home garden­ 
er knows is the last for one of his canes. 


select one of the strong shoots coming up 
from the ground, or stem of a tree rose, 
and tip it once to force it to become more 
sturdy. Then, when mid-winter pruning 
time arrives, he will have a sturdy young 
shoot to take the place of the worn out 
cane. 
According to the California Association 
of Nurserymen, in the mild areas of 
California, rose pruning may begin in 
mid-January. 
IN (OLDER AREAS, the recommenda­ 
tion is that the bushes be cut back a third 
or more in late fall, and then the job 
finished in February or March. 
The determining factor is how late the 
winter lasts in your vicinity. 
If you are in doubt, consult the nursery­ 
man who knows your neighborhood, and 
follow his advice. 
And while you are at the nursery, take 
a look at those beautiful new roses that 
he has in bareroot form for easy plant­ 
ing. 


Don't Go Hog-W ild 
On Species O f Trees 


Use restraint in the number of different 
tree species planted in a land-space 
development, advises J. R. Welch, land­ 
scape horticulturist for Texas AAM Uni­ 
versity’s agricultural extension service. 
Too much variety results in confusion 
and lack of unity, Welch says. 
He suggests homeowners consider 
year-round interest in foliage, flower, 
fruit and bark as well as placement for 
proper shade and sun needs and a proper 
balance between evergreen and deci­ 
duous trees. 
“ Make trees a part of an overall 
landscape plan," Welch says.

Taking The Chill Out O f The Fuel Crisis, 
And Doing It The Safe And Sane Way

Don t let the home heating fuel short 
age get you burned up — literally! 
That is the word from the National 
Safety Council, which w arns against 
using hurry-up “ panic-power” sources to 
heat your home this winter. 
“ People will seek a variety of ways to 
keep warm this season and some of their 
choices will be extremely dangerous,” 
noted Hans Grigo, technical advisor for 
the NSC’s Home Department. “ Many 
people will be dusting off heating devices 
recovered from the attic, basement, ga­ 
rage or summ er cabin. Often the items 
such as electric, oil, and kerosene space 
heaters are in bad shape from long years 
or abuse. These resurrected 
heat sources should be carefully inspect­ 
ed Jty J10 expert before you allow them to 
be-wied in your home. 
I cannot stress enough the importance 
of having these heaters checked over for 
safety. Failure to take this step, I fear, is 
toying with needless tragedy.” 


OTHERS WILL BE getting into the 


fireplace habit. 
“ But fireplaces are a lot of work, as 
any hearth afficionado can attest to. 
Novices should make sure they know the 
basics of fireplace procedures and pre­ 
cautions before they light the first 
m atch,” he stated. 
NSC statistics show that fireplaces are 
a common cause of fire in the home. 
Most of these mishaps occur because the 
fireplaces have no spark screens or are 
poorly constructed and maintained. 
"Check from the hearth up to the 
chimney with care. 
An unclean and 
unrepaired fireplace is a hazard. Not 
only can a serious fire start from resins 
coating the flue area, but a blocked 
chimney can send deadly toxic gases 
wafting throughout the house.”

Caulking Has Taken On 


WNR'*’- 
Al Greater Importance

Exterior caulking has always been 
essential to the well-being of a house. 
The energy crisis has catapulted it into 
n2SCProminence as a vital ingredient in a 
ppogram to keep heat inside a house 
dating cold weather and outside of it 
during warm weather. 
Those who have been conscientious 
about caulking inspections have done so 
chiefly to prevent the entrance of water, 
which can dam age inside walls, ceilings 
and floors. Rain entering a tiny gap in 
the outside of a house can move along a 
beam and show up on a ceiling many feet 
away' from the original point of entry. 
Such an opening always did admit air 
and thus play havoc with heating and air­ 
conditioning systems, forcing them to 
work overtime and thus waste energy, 
but 
not until now has there been a 
recognition of this aspect of gaps in the 
exterior of a house. 


IN LOOKING FOR openings, particular 
attention must be paid to window and 
door frames and wherever dissimilar 
m aterials meet; in short, wherever there 
are joints. Ideally, such inspections 
should be made twice a year, in the 
and in the fall, but if you haven't 
matted* one in a long time (or perhaps • 
never), do it now. 
There may be a gap which admits air 
and yet has never come to your attention 
simply because no leak has shown itself 
inside the house. 


C4ulking compound is available in bulk 
and rn disposable cartridges. While the 
bulk product that comes in a can is a bit 
cheaper, the cartridge is easier to use. It 
is merely slipped into an inexpensive 
caulking gun and activated by pulling a 
trigger 


LANG 
THE BIG VIRTUE of good quality 
caulking compound is that, while it devel­ 
ops a semihard surface, it remains elas­ 
tic underneath. This enables it to “give” 
when the m aterials around it expand and 
contract. 
When an opening is discovered, an old 
screwdriver, awl or similar tool should 
be used to clear out all pieces of old 
compound or anything else that is loose 
to the touch. 
The caulking gun is held at the angle to 
the surface, and the trigger squeezed 
with a steady pressure. The bevel on the 
nozzle should be held parallel to the 
surface. It takes just a little practice to 
get the hang of it. 
O ccasionally, an opening is large 
enough so that it may be wise to stuff 
most of it 
with oakum, a rope-like 
material, or a type of caulking compound 
that also has the appearance of rope. 
When I have had to use oakum, I pushed 
it into the opening about half an inch 
below the surface, then filled up the 
rem ainder of the opening with caulking 
compound. 
CAULKING COMES in a variety of 
colors, but most stores carry only white, 
gray and black. The white and gray can 
be painted successfully, but the black 
contains asphalt and may bleed through 
paint. That is why black is used around 
roof and gutters, where it can be left as 
is. 
The cartridge or container usually will 
tell you whether that particular brand or 
type can be painted.

I hat barbecue grills are becoming a hot 
sales item perhaps in lieu of the tradi­ 
tional gas or electric cooking stoves. 
“Charcoal-burning barbecue units have 
no place inside the home,” he warns. The 
charcoal releases deadly carbon monox­ 
ide gases, which in an unventilated arca, 
can kill an entire family. 
The traditional coal and wood burning 
pot-belly ’ stove also is said to be in the 
throes of revival. Instructions concerning 
the installation, operation and mainte­ 
nance of the stoves must be carefully 
followed. The stove must be properly 
vented to a chimney, and children must 
be warned to stay away from the unit. 


BLT YOU CAN be both safe and snug 
this winter. The NSC Home Department 
has come up with these commonsense 
home heating tips. 
Make sure your home is well insulated 
with good and sound weather stripping 
and caulking around windows. Install 
storm windows and storm doors. Don’t, 
however, completely seal off your house 
with these materials. 
Seal off the openings in unused chim­ 
neys and close dampers in idle fire­ 
places. 
Zone your house. Close off the unused 
or infrequently used portions of your 
house or apartm ent and reduce the heat 
in those areas if possible. Keep closet, 
pantry and storage area doors closed 
Use heavy drapes to keep in the heat 
and block out the cold during evening 
hours and very cold spells. 
Keep your bedroom doors closed at 
night. This practice keeps your bedroom 
cooler and inhibits deadly gases from 
entering the room in case of night-time 
fire. If you are fearful of not being able 
to hear your children at night, you may 
want to invest in an intercom system 
which can be bought at nominal expense. 
Keep all heating devices in top shape 
Make sure they are properly maintained 
and cleaned. 
Make sure you are using the proper 
fuel for your heating devices. Never use 
a substitute fuel without first checking 
with an expert. 


SPACE HEATERS can warm up a 
room, although they are not an efficient 
or economical means, and precaution) 
should be taken to insure their safe use. 
Make sure your electric heater has a tip- 
over switch which shuts off the device 
automatically, should the unit be acciden­ 
tally tipped over. Avoid using any fuel- 
burning device that isn’t vented to the 
outside, especially in bedrooms. Extra 
fuel for your liquid-fueled space heaters 
should not be stored near the unit while it 
is in operation. 
An electric heater should not be used in 
the bathroom because of the danger of 
fatal shock. 
"Using your heating devices wisely, 
you should enjoy a warm and safe winter 
this year. Get used to wearing a sweater 
in your home during the power pinch. 
And don’t take chances with makeshift, 
make-do heating methods,” Grigo cau­ 
tions.

Q. — I bought a new flush door to 
install between the major part of our 
basement and the laundry room. An 
opening is already there, so i got the door 
to fit. But what I am not sure about is 
exactly where to install the hinges and 
the lock. I thought I would measure tlje 
other doors in the house to find the 
correct distances, but I find the hinges 
and locks are located at different posi­ 
tions. Are there any set places for the 
hardware? 
A. — While there are some differences, 
due to sizes and weights of the doors, 
they are very slight. Since a flush door 
usually is very light, install the upper 
hinge about seven inches from the top, 
the lower hinge about nine inches from 
the bottom. The height of a doorknob is 
usually 36 inches from the floor. 
Q. — I am having some trouble getting 
water to flow away from one of the 
downspouts on our house A neighbor of 
mine has placed underground drainage 
tile from the bottom of a downspout to a 
dry well. In our case, there is a drainage 
ditch about 20 feet from the house Could 
I lay the underground tile so that it runs 
into the ditch? 
A. — If the drainage ditch is on your 
property, go ahead Otherwise you may 
have to get someone’s permission 
In 
placing the tile, there should be a down­ 
ward pitch of one inch or more for each 
foot of tile. 
Q. — The hardware store in our neigh­ 
borhood has nails of different sizes 
placed in separate bins. Each bin has a 
designation, such as id, Sd and (id. Why 
aren't nails specified by length to make it 
easier for the customer? 
A. — Some stores already have adopted 
that system, but many, such as yours, 
still use the old English designation of d, 
which means “ penny,” presumably be­ 
cause nails originally w ere sold by 
weight— that is, a certain number of 
ounces per penny The best idea for you 
is to save the following information for 
reference: 
A nail called 2d is one inch in length, 3d 
is 11»; 4d is 14; 5d is l s«; Od is 2; 7d is 
21*; Sd Is 2 4 ; 9d is 2V. and lOd is three 
Inches, These designations are for com­ 
mon nails. 
How Handy Are You With That 
Hammer? There Is A Technique 


By GEORGE MONTGOMERY 
We've all heard the expression “ he 
can't hammer a nail straight.” 
Well, a lot of persons can’t. 
Not because they are clumsy or Jacking 
in coordination. It’s simply because they 
aren’t using ham m ers correctly. 
If you have been using a ham m er all 
your life and have never bent a nail or 
cracked a thumb, you may be doing it 
right instinctively. Or maybe you're just 
ucky. To the thousands of others, I d like 


to pass along a few fundamentals that not 
jnly w ill enable you to ham m er property 
but will appreciably cut down fatigue 
when a lot of hammering is to be done. 
THE HAMMER should be held dowm at 
the bottom of the handle. It should be 
swung with the wrist. Your wrist should 
bend back towards your body on the 
upward stroke and away from your body 
on the downward stroke. 
You need use only the wrist for small 
nails and light tapping. For harder blows. 


Even The Novice Handyman 
Can Install Hardboard Panels 


Some remodeling jobs are easier said 
than done. 
But prefmished hardboard 
wall paneling can actually be installed by 
a relatively inexperienced "hand ” 


The job does require some carpentry 
tools, some work room and some pa­ 
tience. It’s also essential to heed manu­ 
facturer’s instructions Basically, though, 
these are the steps that lead to a 
spanking new paneled wall: 


I Measure the length and height of the 
walls (subtracting window and door open­ 
ings) to determine the number of panels 
needed. Standard size hardboard panels 
are four-by-eight feet. 


2. Panels can be installed right on the 
wall if it’s smooth and even. If it s not, 
put up furring strips first. When paneling 
over masonry, waterproof the wall before 
furring. 


3. It’s wise to condition panels before 
installation to m inim ize dim ensional 
changes that might otherwise occur after 
the panels are lip. Ail that’s involved is 
standing the panels on edge around the 
room so that air can circulate freely 
around them for at least 24 hours. If the 
room has abnormal moisture conditions, 
further preparation may be necessary. 
Check with dealers on this. 


4 Always start installation in a comer 
Use an accurate level to make sure the 
first panel — and each succeeding one — 
is perfectly plumb before it is fastened 


5. 
For simplified fastening, special 
adhesives are available. They’re water-

If nails are preferred, the color- 
matched kind eliminates the need for 
countersinking and puttying holes.

Hardboard panels should not be 
butted tightly together. Leave a slight 
space (about the thickness of a match­ 
book cover) between. This allows for the 
natural expansion due to tem perature or 
moisture changes that can occur in any 
wood product. 


7. When paneling around windows and 
doors or over electrical outlets, be sure to 
measure exactly and cut panels precise­ 
ly. Sometimes window and door frames 
must be built up a bit to equal the 
thickness of furring strips before the 
paneling is applied. 
8. For a finished look, install moldings, 
around the windows and doors, in cor­ 
ners. and at baseboard and ceiling. Vinyl- 
clad moldings and baseboards which 
match prefinished panels are available to 
simplify the job. 
Hardboard panels can be cut and 
worked with ordinary carpentry tools. 
They saw smoothly and withstand ham­ 
mer blows and other surface impacts 
without denting, splitting or splintering 
Prefinished panels, which come in a 
wide variety of woodgrain designs, colors 
and patterns, don't need painting or 
staining. 
An occasional damp wiping 
keeps them looking new for a long time. 


me entire arm comes into play, bi 
always in conjunction with the movemen 
of the wrist. 


The nail should be held in place for thi 
first tap or two with one hand while th< 
ham m er is held in the other. This is th* 
kind of tap in which only the wrist comes 
into play. Once the nail has entered the 
wood far enough so that it can stand by 
itself, 
the non-hammer hand can be 
removed. 


NATURALLY, YOU must strike the 
nail squarely with the face of the ham­ 
mer if you want it to enter the wood in a 
straight line. If you have started it 
properly and deliver the blows as pre- 
v lously explained, you will have no trou­ 
ble doing this. 
If, despite your best 
efforts, the nail does bend, it is better to 
withdraw it and start a new one than 
attempt to straighten it out by hitting it 
at an angle, as so many persons do. 
The hammer most of us use is called a 
claw hammer because of the claw like 
portion opposite the face, which is the 
striking part. 
The claw is for withdrawing nails. It is 
placed under the nail head and pulled 
tow ards you. When the handle has 
reached a 
vertical or nearly-vertical 
position, a piece of wood should be placed 
under the hammer head This increases 
the leverage, avoids strain on the ham ­ 
mer handle and prevents damaging the 
wood

By ANDREW TORCHIA 
ZANZIBAR (AP) - At the 
end of a steamy day, electronic 
voices bounce off the crumbling 
walls of this ancient Arab town. 
S had ow s flic k e r in g a c r o ss 
carved doorways take on rain­ 
bow hues. Zanzibar tunes in for 
another night of color TV. 


It s the only color television 
in Africa and, to Western eyes, 
it couldn't win a ratings fight 
with the tiredest Hollywood re­ 


run. But it’s bringing unexpect­ 
ed social change among 350,600 
TV-hungry Zanzibaris. 


THIS ISLAND repository of 
strict M oslem m orality and 
C hinese-style socialism now 
boasts cigarette commercials, a 
popular quiz show and a pretty 
girl news announcer. 
Recorded testimony from the 
treason trial of 63 accused in 
the killing of Sheikh A beld Ka­ 
rume, the island leader, offers 


an unprecedented glimpse of 
judicial processes. 


There s no intention, though, 
of opening Zanzibar to “I Love 
Lucy” and other commercial 
Western influences. The main 
aim is indoctrination, not enter­ 
tainment. 


Nor are Zanzibaris much in­ 
terested in non com m ercial 
films provided by foreign em ­ 
bassies. 
“ Why should we show a U.S. 
Information Service film on the 
astronauts when most people on 
Zanzibar don't believe men 
have been to the moon?” one 
asked. 


“WE THINK WE can educate 
the m asses better through tel­ 
evision than by opening after­ 
noon classes,'* said Aboud 
Jumbe, a former biology teach­ 
er and Karume s successor. 
Color TV is a double oddity 
on Zanzibar, which retains 
sem i-independence under the 
Republic of Tanzania govern­ 
ment in Dar es Salaam.

it's A Little Hard 
To Categorize 
TV's Gary Owens

NEW YORK (AP) — Gary 
Ownes, known to millions as the 
hand to-ear announcer on 
"Laugh-In.” is a man of many 
parts. 


Tho author part was in town 
the other day to discuss literary 
matters. 


He and George Schlatter, 
then head of the show, were 
lunching one day at a Burbank 
restaurant near the “Laugh In ’ 
headquarters. 


The matter was his third 
book. It concerns what to do 
while holding the phone. One 
suggestion: "W rite a 10,000 
word essay on why Vincent Van 
Gogh would not have enjoyed 
stereo.” 


They went into the bathroom 
to wash up. Owens, noticing 
how their voices bounced off 
the tiles, cupped a hand to his 
ear like an old-style radio an­ 
nouncer and intoned: ‘‘My, the 
acoustics are good in here.” 


THE 110-PAGE volume also 
has many historical facts about 
phones, but Ownes forgot to 
talk about them. In fact, he 
forgot to talk about the book 
because other matters came 
up. 


Most people think of Owens — 
a slender, vaguely professional 
native of Mitchell, S D. — as 
America's weirdest announcer 
beearn# of 
Laugh-In," which 
NBG cancelled last year after 
six seasons. 


But he insists: ‘ I'm not real­ 
ly an announcer. It’s a mis­ 
nomer." 


Finding the right nomer is 
hard He’s an actor, with some 
50 other TV shows in his log­ 
book. lie's a voice on TV car­ 
toons and on the 400 or so radio 
and TV commercials he esti­ 
mates he does in a year. He 
also writes and has made five 
comedy albums. 


Whereupon, he said, “Schlat 
ter says, ‘Oh, hey, keep that in. 
And I said, ‘What, you want nu 
to wash my hands on the 
show?’ 


"I RETAINED that one char 
actor throughout the show,” he 
said, cupping a hand to his ear 
“ I came on like a 1930s announ 
cer and said thing like: The 
Eiffel Tower in Paris, France, 
is not really made of Eiffel 
after all.’ ’ 


Owens, who began as a disc 
jockey in Omaha, disclosed that 
his career also has included a 
brief stint as a TV newscaster, 
a stint that laid an egg because 
of a chicken suit. 


He wore the chicken suit as 
host of a daytime kiddie show 
on TV back in 1957. Thirty 
minutes later, he’s show up 
again on the air in a business 
suit, doing five minutes of 
news. 


ON TOP OF ALL that, he’s a 
top rated disc jockey at KMPC 
in Ia>s Angeles, a city where he 
and deejays like him emit the 
wildest, funniest brand of hu 
mor heard anywhere in the 
United States.

Cindy points out that there 
nave been many eases of do­ 
mesticated wolves, but they are 
kept as pets and not trained to 
act as wild wolves. 


•THAT’S ANOTHER thing.” 
she continued, “how wolves act 
and how people expect them to 
act are very different. The pop­ 
ular image of the wolf is a 
snarling animal, fangs bared, 
ready to rip apart any living 
creature When they’re attack 
ing and mad, yes. But normal­ 
ly, the wolf is a family animal, 
loyal and kind to his mate and 
cubs and other members of the 
pack.

Youths Learn Lessons 
In African Wilderness 


Mary Unwin, an 18-year-old 
high school graduate from Nor­ 
wich, England, and Jam es Al­ 
len, 19, a college student from 
New York, have seen the wil­ 
derness of Africa, and city life 
will never be the same. 
They are two of the five 
urban-oriented young adults 
whose trek through the wild 
country of South Africa's Zulu- 
land region was filmed for the 
special, “Trial By W ilderness,” 
which is narrated by former 
astronaut Ned Armstrong.

THE FIVE SET out to learn 
how to live in the wild and how 
lo better appreciate and protect 
the unspoiled land. They were 
guided by Barry Clements, di­ 
rector of The Wilderness Lead­ 
er;,hip School, a non-profit orga­ 
nization 
dedicated 
to 
the 
conservation of wildlife and the 
environment. 
In an epilogue to the pro­ 
gram, Mary and Jim reveal 
how the trek has affected them. 
Said Mary; “One feels the 
need to hang on to what we’ve 
got in the way of wilderness 
areas in the world. And they 
shouldn't be allowed to shrink 
into nothing. It really does 
humble you, this wilderness.” 


IN HIS REACTION Allen 
stresses the freedom and the 
awareness he felt as an individ­ 
ual walking through the open 
country. Then, he contracts his 
stay in Zululand to being on the 
streets of New York City. “ But 
now, in the city, I found myself, 
step by step, shutting off parts 
of my hearing, parts of my 
vision. You know. , . not looking 
al the garbage; not hearing the 


air hammers. 
Gradually, by 
shutting off part of my senses. 
I’ve had to shut down part of 
myself.”

presented to the quintet by 
Clements was a 15-mile march 
without water to a river. 
Allen recalled the incident 
recently. He said; “ At the 
start, it seemed to be a regular 
hike and the idea of water 
being at the end of the march 
made the whole thing easy. 
Psychologically, the empty can­ 
teens had their effect. We be 
came thirstier as we walked. 
On the march Clements told us 
to think about water, about how 
we use it at home and how we 
waste it.

REMEMBER

was 
about four in the afternoon 
when we were told we were 
approaching a river. We could 
drink and then swim — it sure 
sounded cool and inviting. 
When we got there we found it 
was a dry river bed We wer­ 
en't mad. Just tired. 
“Then Clements told us if we 
really wanted water we could 
dig for it. We did and there was 
the water darkening the sand 
At the time. I thought it was the 
sweetest water I had ever tast­ 
ed.” 
Mary remarked on the camp­ 
er's lack of privacy. “ It in­ 
volved a certain amount of 
compromise among ourselves. 
We fitted in very well, I felt, as 
a group We required very little 
tolerance at all. It was some­ 
thing in itself to wash in the 
Umfolozi River without worry­ 
ing too much to see whether 
everyone else could see you 
This sort of thing became sec 
ondary to the experience ol 
being in the wilderness itself

I said it was 
the elevator operator of the PT-109. He said, “What in the 
world are you talking about”? I answered that with all the 
men who were supposedly on the craft, I figured it must 
have had five decks ami at least one elevator! 
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At first glance, America’s Bicenten- 
/ l nial may not seem a very im- 
1 
IL portant subject. K is, after all, 
merely an anniversary—a 200th to be 
sure, but still just an anniversary. In 
the light of the Bicentennial’s inauspi­ 
cious beginning, is there reason to 
think it will become more than that, 
m ore than “just another anniversary”? 
M y response is an unequivocal y e s- 
provided we Americans see the full 
potential of the opportunity it offers 
and are prepared to com mit ourselves 
to realizing that opportunity. 
Today, just as 200 years ago. we are 
at a crucial turning point in our his­ 
tory. O ur society is in ferment. We 
face difficult unresolved problems, a 
crisis of confidence, an uncertain fu­ 
ture. There is as m uch divisiveness 
and fear and alienation today as there 
was then. The profound currents of 
social change in our society now are 
concerned with the same humanistic 
ideals and values that motivated the 
men and women of Colonial Ameri- 
ca-freed o m and justice and truth; 
“quality of life” is the m odem trans­ 
lation of Jefferson’s im m ortal phrase, 
“the pursuit of happiness.” 
One of the m ost daring acts of our 
Founding Fathers was the explicit 
statem ent, in writing, of the rights of 
men and the values and ideals upon 
which the society was to be based. The 
Declaration of Independence, 
the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights to­ 
gether presented a new and breathtak­ 
ing vision of a just and hum ane so­ 
ciety, one based on the dignity of the 
individual, on his inalienable rights. 
It is true, of course, that some of 
those rights and values and ideals 
were violated right from the begin­ 
ning. Throughout our rich and tum ul­ 
tuous history, we have at times lived 
up to our ideals gloriously — and at 
other times ignored them shamefully. 
We subordinated them in the great 
materialistic surge of the Industrial 
Revolution and in our ethic of perpet­ 
ual expansion and growth. Never have 
the rights of Am ericans been truly 
available to all Americans. 
Yet the rem arkable fact is that al­ 
though we have been far from perfect, 
we persist. O ur founding values have 
been preserved, even if m ost of us 
take them for granted, while some of 
us have access to them only with great 
difficulty. In m any ways we have m a­ 
tured rapidly as a society in recent 
decades. W e have outlived some of 
our myths—the myth of our invinci­ 
bility, for example, or the idea that a 
melting pot" will mold everyone into 
some standard and com fortable no­ 
tion ot what an American should be. 
We are questioning the soundness of 
perpetual growth. We are increasing­ 
ly able to look at our past more hon- 
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cstly than was possible a decade ago. 
And, m ore im portantly, we are a 
society on the move. W e are in the 
early stages of the Second American 
Revolution. W hat began in part as the 
black revolution and youth revolution 
has.spread to some extent throughout 
virtually jill elem ents of our society. 
We have W om en’s Liberation, the 
consum er m ovem ent, the concern for 
our environm ent, a new interest in 
corporate responsibility, a new con­ 
sciousness on the part of native 
Americans, a growing concern over 
the nature of work, increasing in­ 
volvement in political life, a new di­ 
rectness and ease in hum an relations. 
The 
com m on 
thread 
running 
through all of these and sim ilar phe­ 
nomena is a reconsideration of the 
values by which we order our lives 
and our society. This is the core of the 
Second A m erican Revolution, whose 
purposes are to im prove life for all 
our citizens. It is a revolution of ful­ 
fillment rather than overthrow , a hu­ 
manistic m ovem ent tow ard a higher 
level of hum an existence. 
This growing concern for w hat life 
is all about, so characteristic of our 
time, is m ade possible in large mea­ 
sure by the advanced state of the 
American econom y. W e are moving 
into what econom ists refer to as a 
post-industrial society. Industrializa­ 
tion is not an end in itself, but prep­ 
aration for the next higher stage of 
hum an developm ent. 
True, the Second A m erican Revo­ 
lution could becom e distorted. It 
could degenerate into violence. But I 
am optim istic because I believe that 
understanding and involvem ent are 
increasing — particularly am ong the 
“m oderates,” the vast A m erican cen­ 
ter that includes so m any millions of 
people of goodwill, who wish only the 
best for their country and their fel­ 
low citizens. 
Here lies the challenge: How do we 
move beyond celebration for its own 
sake to a Bicentennial that serves our 
best purposes in this tim e of ferm ent 
and change? It seems to me that there 
are three m ajor requirem ents. 
FIRST: The tim e span of the Bi­ 
centennial: M y proposal is that we re­ 
ject the notion of the Bicentennial as 
only a national birthday party on 
July 4, 1776, or even as a one-year, 
anniversary during 1976. Rather, we 
should see it as covering a substantial 
period of tim e, as a Bicentennial Era. 
The founding of o ur nation did not 
begin and end with the signing of the 
D eclaration of Independence in 1776. 
The war was form ally ended in 1783. 
The Constitution was not drafted until 
1787. And it was not until 1789 that 
the U nion truly began—with the first 
Congress, the first Suprem e Court, 
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and the first President. 
It took 13 years—from 1776 to 
1789—to move from independence to 
union. I propose that the Bicentennial 
cover a similar period of time, that it 
be conceived as an era lasting from 
1976 to 1989. 
SECOND: What of the inspiration­ 
al quality of the Bicentennial? I be­ 
lieve most of tis would agree that to­ 
day we are not an inspired people. 
Despite the indications of vitality in 
our society, weariness, uncertainty 
and complacency seem increasingly to 
inhibit our efforts. 
Have we lost our way? Is this great 
nation really on the decline? Or can 
we come together in renewed dedica­ 
tion to live out the promise that was 
articulated so well 200 years ago? We 
will find out the answer to that ques­ 
tion during the Bicentennial Era. It 
offers us common ground, a chance to 
unite in common purpose if we will 
but take it and make the most of it. 
Considering the history of blacks in 
our society, it would not be surprising 
if they were totally uninterested in the 
Bicentennial. Yet the significant fact 
is that a number of black leaders have 
taken a different position. It was per­ 
haps best expressed in an address 
given a year and a half ago by Vincent 
De Forest. He said that the interest 
of blacks in the Bicentennial was not 
inspired by “the idea of organizing 
malcontents into a chorus of trouble­ 
makers. To the contrary,” he said, 
“we wish to be positive, to affirm 
America and its people and their con­ 
tinuing revolution.” 
THIRD: We must concentrate on 
achievement. We may be lifted and 
stirred by the Bicentennial. But will 
we also be motivated to achieve? 
There is a tremendous range of 
opportunities for achievement. How 
can we make our cities more livable? 
How can we better draw on rural 
America? How can we best protect 
and enhance our environment? How 
can we establish and assure the rights 
of all our citizens? What should be 
the nature of our economic system? 
What should be the role of govern­ 
ment in the years ahead? We need to 
assemble our best talent to consider 
these and other difficult questions. 
A number of cities have begun ef­ 
forts to capitalize on the Bicentennial 
for purposes of urban renewal-cities 
such as Baton Rouge, La.; Lansing, 
Mich.; Pensacola, Fla.; Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. We will need to make a national 


commitment to provide the leadership, 
organization and resources to create 
realistic opportunities for goal-setting. 
The opportunities for every organi­ 
zation and individual to be involved 
are virtually unlimited. But I under­ 
score my strong belief that our ability 
to set goals for the future, and work 
to achieve them, to address our most 
serious social problems effectively, 
will be the true test of our society. If 
we dedicate the Bicentennial Era to 
these ends, we will have earned the 
right to celebrate as never before. 
If the Bicentennial is to become the 
positive force that it can be, I believe 
there is still another requirement. It 
is that the Bicentennial will be mean­ 
ingful and productive only to the ex­ 
tent that it becomes an era during 
which the power of individual initia­ 
tive is rediscovered. This is the key to 
progress, to a successful Second 
American Revolution. 
I believe there is a great potential in­ 
terest among individual Americans in 
the Bicentennial. But much of it will 
remain latent unless we begin to take 
initiative — both as individuals and 
within the organizations and groups 
of which we are a part—to find ways 
to energize people in order to provide 
the needed leadership and framework 
and resources. 
The fact is that we have heard vir­ 
tually nothing about the Bicentennial 
from our great corporations, from the 
labor unions, from the foundations, 
from many of our largest nonprofit 
organizations, indeed even from our 
universities. 
Clearly, unless we greatly reinvig­ 
orate our tradition of private initiative 
our 200th anniversary is going to be a 
charade, and the opportunity it offers 
for moving our society forward will 
be lost. Hanging back and waiting for 
government approval before doing 
anything is sheer nonsense. If we had 
done that 200 years ago, we would 
still be a British colony. 
Now is the time for all of us to be 
patriots in the best sense of the word, 
not content simply to enjoy the bless­ 
ings of the system we have inherited, 
but to try to make our nation better, 
to hand on to the next generation a 
better America, truer to its promise, its 
potential and its own ideals. I submit 
to you that this vision of a better 
America in the future can be fulfilled, 
but only if we —you and I —become 
involved and

A psychiatric study of par­ 
ent-child relationships has shown that 
individuals who experience a difficult 
relationship with their children “will 
usually be found to have had difficulty 
handling their own hostility in 
childhood against parents, brothers 
and bisters—or both.” 
3. True. Florida State University 
studies show that girls’ fears tend to 
focus on the immediate present-the 
here and now. And in that area their 


fears are more numerous and more 
intense than is the case with boys. 
The investigation showed, however, 
that boys had “significantly more in­ 
tense fears of the future.” 


4. True. Consensus of studies on the 
relationship of birth weight to intelli­ 
gence—the ability to think, reason and 
absorb new knowledge—shows that 
people whose birth weight is not ap­ 
preciably higher or lower than the 
normal range average the highest 
IQ’s. This doesn’t mean that higher 
IQ’s do not occur in other birth- 
weight ranges—but that they occur 
less frequently. 
5. False. Findings of researchers show 
that creative children often have ex­ 
tremely unhappy childhoods, lack of 
rapport with their parents, and are 
forced to fight an uphill battle to “find 
themselves” and realize their own po­ 
tential. Their self-confidence is often 
undermined by parents and others 
“who suppress new ideas and espouse 
negative attitudes.” When you add to 
this the attitudes of playmates who 
are jealous of the gifted child’s supe­ 
rior endowments, it becomes clear 
that his lot is not wholly to be envied. 


6. True—according to the findings of 
a University of Michigan study of the 
pros and cons of this question. It’s 
concluded that “there is far too little 
communication between parents ?nd 
their adopted children on this sensi­ 
tive issue.” It’s pointed out that inevi­ 
tably the child must cope with the 
reality of the situation. It’s also ob­ 
served that withholding information 
from the parents about their child's 
background may both intensify their 
worries about his heredity and de­ 
prive the child of his right to accu­ 
rate and complete identi­ 
fication o f himself.

Secretaries Have About Bosses

ometimes when there’s a 
problem, people forget to 
ask the real experts. As 
demand for competent secretar­ 
ies has risen during the last few 
years, everyone from personnel 
manager to corporation presi­ 
dent has issued lists of “do’s” 
and “don’ts” for creating good­ 
will between boss and secretary. 
But it’s difficult to find any in­ 
depth study of what secretaries 
themselves want and don’t want 
in a job and in a boss. 
Since 1960, “P.S. for Private 
Secretaries,” a biweekly news­ 
letter of information for secre­ 
taries published by the Bureau 
of Business Practice Inc., has 
featured a lively section called 
“Secretarial Clinic.” From all 
over the U.S. and Canada, sec­ 
retaries write to air their job 
problems and to request advice 
from other secretaries. 
We 
asked Mrs. Irene Stone, editor 
of “P.S. for Private Secretar­ 
ies,” to review her files of let­ 
ters and find the most impor­ 
tant problems and complaints 
as the secretaries saw them. 
As you read the list, which 
is numbered in the order of 
the items' importance, remem­ 
ber no secretary may ever tell 
you any of these things directly, 
not even if she quits. Long ago, 
industrial psychologists proved 
that most people don’t tell the 
complete truth when they leave. 
Typical explanations such as, “I 
need a job closer to home,” “My 
husband doesn’t want me to 
work," “My children’s school 
lets out earlier than it used to,” 
lull a boss into believing it 
wasn’t the job and it certainly 
wasn’t him. But an alert super- 
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visor has to realize that in many 
cases a secretary would keep the 
job, almost no matter what—if 
she enjoyed it sufficiently. 
Many people do not under­ 
stand that being a boss in the 
year 1974 in a democratic so­ 
ciety is a complicated skill. Far 
more is involved than just giv­ 
ing sensible orders. The first 
two kinds of secretarial com­ 
plaints make this fact clear. 
1. His* method of dealing 
with people is difficult to un­ 
derstand, and he’s aroused a 
great deal of resentment. 
2. He doesn’t know much 
about office procedures and 
sharing ideas with others. 
He’s inconsiderate and im­ 
mature, and won’t accept 
new ideas or other people’s 
ideas readily. 
In 
our 
modern, 
classless 
world, the power of the boss’s 
position can take a boss just so 
far. Tact and human relations 
skill are* business necessities. 
Says an expert quoted recently 
in “Personnel Journal”: ‘The 
difference between the man 
who has a topnotch secretary 
and one who does not, may be 
the man. 
Personnel depart­ 
ments can do just so much for a 
boss in finding candidates . .. 


•Though we u m “he” for boss and 
"•he" for Mcretary, we do realize that 
approximately five percent of secretaries 
in tha United Slates today are men and 
an ever-rising percentage of bosses are 
woman. 


but the rest is up to the execu- 
tive-the interviewing, training, 
and willingness to share respon­ 
sibility with his new assistant.” 
Other important complaints 
indicate that some bosses may 
be so busy pushing through 
their day s output that they be­ 
come insensitive to the fact that 
secretaries are people. 
3. My boss expects too 
much of one person. 
4. He doesn't believe in va­ 
cations for secretaries. But 
he doesn’t mind asking me to 
work overtime without extra 
pay or giving me extra duties. 
And he rarely expresses his 
appreciation. 
5.1 work for more than one 
person and get conflicting 
assignments. 
When any of these situations 
occurs regularly, it tells a sec­ 
retary her boss doesn’t think 
enough of her to develop a rea­ 
sonable overall workload for 
her; nor does he consider how 
many work hours are needed 
for her to carry out individual 
tasks he assigns. The problem 
runs far deeper than inconve- 
nience—though that in itself is 
serious. As one secretary put it, 
“When he acts like that, I feel 
like an extens*ion of the office 
furniture. Sure, he’s routinely 
polite, but I can’t help feeling 
he values me as just a cog that’s 
useful to him.” A recent job- 
turnover survey of office work­ 


ers revealed that when a secre­ 
tary believes her boss has 
stopped seeing her as a person. 
her mind often turns to job 
hunting. 
The next complaint is a fine 
example of chronic personality 
conflict between boss and sec­ 
retary: 
6. He’s too stiff to work for. 
There’s never any variation 
from the norm. 
Problems like this are no 
one’s fault. Yet in any job, per­ 
sonality differences can induce 
a feeling of chronic fatigue 
when endured five days a week, 
eight hours a day. Other person- 
ality-conflict examples: 
7. My boss and I are both 
“drivers” — and sometimes 
our drives conflict. 
8. We're both sticklers for 
detail and sometimes our 
ideas of detail differ. 
It ail depends on how serious 
the personality conflict seems to 
the secretary involved. Suggest­ 
ing that a person “adjust”—es­ 
pecially the secretary-is one 
usual solution. Frankly, though, 
for a competent secretary there 
are plenty of good jobs in the 
world. If problems like Nos. 6, 
7, 8 become really important to 
her, probably the healthiest so­ 
lution is a change of position to 
a boss whose temperament is 
more congenial. 
And then there’s the famous 
problem: the Go-fer, or Person­ 
al Chores, problem: 
9. He asks me to handle 
personal chores like buying 
gifts for his wife, typing his 
son’s term paper, etc. etc. 
Though “P.S. for Private 
Secretaries” found that this is 
one of the 14 most common 
complaints 
secretaries 
make 
against their bosses, there is a 
wide range of secretarial reac­ 
tion. Some secretaries were in­ 
formed when they accepted the 
position that they’d be expected 
to do such chores. Others object 
not to the work itself but to how 
they’re asked. They prefer, “Do 
you have time?”, or “Would

you mind?" This provides the 
opportunity to refuse graceful­ 
ly. It also indicates the boss real­ 
izes personal services are a 
favor. 
Still other secretaries say they 
don’t mind personal chores “as 
long as I have my lunch hour 
and after-work hours free and 
do his personal typing, book­ 
keeping, and shopping on his 
time.” And yet another group 
of secretaries is adamant in find­ 
ing all these tasks demeaning! 
If No. 9 is an old problem, 
No. IO is rather new. More so 
than in the past, many secretar­ 
ies today are ambitious for re­ 
sponsibility and promotion. 
10. He’s unwilling to turn 
loose some detail work that 
only clutters his desk and 
day. 
In a “Be Nicer to Secretaries” 
memo issued 
by the 
State 
Department, the government 
plowed into the boss who won’t 
recognize a secretary’s intelli­ 
gence, expand her authority, 
and ultimately, if she wants it, 
offer her a promotion. “Do not 
assume secretaries to have dis­ 
abling intellectual limitations” 
was the government’s way of 
putting it. 
The last four complaints may 
not seem very important to a 
busy supervisor. Yet year in and 
year out secretaries write emo^ 
tion-charged 
appeals 
about 
these situations to the “Secre­ 


tarial Clinic.” Nothing that pro­ 
duces so much emotion can be 
dismissed as trivial. 
11. He doesn’t tell me the 
things I should know ahead 
of time. 
12. He doesn’t tell me 
where he’s going around the 
building. 
13. He neglects to tell me 
when he'll be out of town on 
a business trip, or just where 
he is when he’s out of the 
building. 
14. Sometimes both my 
bosses go out and forget to 
come back when I have an 
appointment for lunch. 
As one desperate secretary 
put it in an emotion-filled letter 
to the “Clinic” : “The worst part 
is that my boss frequently dis­ 
appears just as I receive a long­ 
distance call for him or before 
someone from another depart­ 
ment drops in to see him. How 
do I correct this, short of hang­ 
ing a bell around his neck?” 
Little 
things 
attended 
to, 
we’ve all often been told, create 
contentment. Problems 11-14 
make it obvious that little things, 
regularly ignored, can roil emo­ 
tions and even create deep re­ 
sentment. 
Overall, being aware o f the 
other person’s reactions is prob­ 
ably the best way for a boss and 
secretary to solve the 14 com­ 
monest conflict 
nup 
situations.

Lucille Ball: 


“If You Can’t Take Care of Yourself, 
How Can Io u Take Care of Anyone Else? 


I 


met Lucille Ball on location about 
an hour’s drive north of Los An­ 
geles, where the exterior of a 
Georgian mansion had been built for 
“ Marne,” Lucy’s big new film. 
FAMILY WEEKLY: Marne brought 
up her nephew in quite a freewheeling 
manner. Do you believe this is the 
proper way to raise a youngster? 
LUCY: Maybe Marne goes a bit far­ 
ther than I would in that respect, but 
she does one thing that I firmly be­ 
lieve in: She puts curiosity into the 
kids-makes them unafraid to tackle 
anything, mix with adults of any age, 
go anywhere. I don’t believe in talking 
down to kids. As you know, I’ve al­ 
ways included my kids in everything 
I’ve ever done. The TV series, vaca­ 
tions—everything. 
FW: But don’t you feel that in some 
ways Marne is much more liberal than 
you? You have a reputation for being 
conservative. 
LUCY: Not politically. I don’t know 
what it means to be conservative po­ 
litically. But in my own private life, 
yes, I guess I am. 
FW: How do you interpret being con­ 
servative? 
LUCY: l o me it means doing things 
in moderation and not in excess. I’ve 
seen the folly of that too often. I’ve 
seen people so involved with their 
careers, for instance, that they don’t 
take care of their children. To me, 
conservatism means taking care of 
yourself and your family. If you can 
take care of yourself, everything else 
will fall into place somehow.

LUCY: Yes, Norman Vincent Peale. I 
have him to thank for it.

“Marne,” and the rumor is that you 
two had quite a feud. Is that true? 
LUCY: No, not at all. 


FW: Then how dc you think the 
rumor got started? 
LUCY: I honestly don’t know. I asked 
for Bea before we even had a director 
and the rest of the cast. I knew it 
would be difficult to get her. She had 
just started “ Maude,” and we had to 
wrap our schedule around hers. 
FW: Why did you want Beatrice 
Arthur so badly? 
LUCY: I’d seen her play the part with 
Angela Lansbury on the stage, and I 
loved Bea’s strength and authority. I 
needed it. 
FW: Did you ever have a feud with 
any of your co-stars? 
LUCY: Not with any of my co-stars, 
but I once had a great-let’s call it a 
misunderstanding—with director Hen­ 
ry Hathaway. That was years ago.

FW: Did she punish you as well? 
LUCY: Did she! Many a day I had to 
cut a switch off the lilac bush for my 
own switching! And when I got older, 


I was deprived of things like going out 
on Saturday night.
